CONTINUOUS PROSPERITY for the Israel 
peoples is only an assured fact as long as they ad- 
minister their affairs in accordance with the require- 
ments of the Law of the Lord. God has demonstrated, 
in dealing with His people and through the utter- 
ances of His prophets, that He desires to abundantly 
bless Israel. But in order that the Israel peoples may 
be the recipients of those blessings, they must observe 
all His laws. In the 58th chapter of Isaiah the Prophet 
records God’s controversy with His people because 
of their disobedience to Him as they assume their 
past obedience will condone present wickedness. 
Their hypocritical show of piety was very displeasing 
to God. 

Through Isaiah God condemned their outward 
display of righteousness. He asked: “Is not this the 
fast that I have chosen? To loose the bands of wicked- 
ness, to undo the heavy burdens, and to let the op- 
pressed go free, and that ye break every yoke? Is it 
not to deal thy bread to the hungry, and that thou 
bring the poor that are cast out to thy house? When 
thou seest the naked that thou cover him; and that 
thou hide not thyself from thine own flesh?’’ (Isa. 
58: 6-7.) Ferrar Fenton translates the final clause, 
**And to hide not yourself from your kind?’’ 

The Lord intends that Israel shall assist the 
needy but in order to render effective service of this 
kind she must first set her own house in order. It is 
only then that she will receive from the Lord the 
abundance necessary for her own needs with a plenti- 
ful surplus available to aid other peoples in times of 
distress. 

Agricultural reports indicate that the farms of 
the United States will produce abundant harvests 
this fall. Here we have proof of the bountiful bless- 
ings of God upon our farm lands, demonstrated by 
their ability to yield adequate crops to supply all 
our needs. But, paradoxically, reports of bumper 
crops hold little hope that under present conditions 
they will at once materially contribute to relieving 
the excessive financial burden now laid upon us due 
to the present high cost of living. 

Because of world needs and national commit- 
ments, our substance is earmarked for consumption 
by many who not only are not citizens of our nation 
but have contributed nothing toward the production 
of the goods and food we are to distribute to them. 


To this burden placed upon the American citizen 
is added the continued maintenance of high costs 
through government subsidies and prodigious pur- 
chases of food and merchandise for exportation by 
an administration that sanctimoniously condemns the 
inflationary trends to which it is the greatest con- 
tributor. 

All this trouble has come upon us because, as 
a people who continue to ignore and disobey the 
Law of the Lord, we are incapable of properly gov- 
erning ourselves and at the same time instituting 
a program to feed the hungry of other lands with- 
out endangering our own internal economic security. 
We need to formulate a wise policy for the distribu- 
tion of food and clothing to the hungry and needy, 
while at the same time assisting them in a program 
of reconstruction that will have for its objective 
economic freedom and security through productive 
activities on their part. For the sake of the self- 
respect of the people involved, immediate steps 
should be taken to place in their own hands the 
means to help themselves to restore their former 
independent status. When you continually give a 
man “something for nothing,’”? you eventually 
make him your enemy. 

God has continually warned the Israel nations 
that when they refuse to obey His laws their sub- 
stance will be devoured by their enemies: “And he 
shall eat the fruit of thy cattle, and the fruit of thy 
land, until thou be destroyed: which also shall not 
leave thee either corn, wine, or oil, or the increase of 
thy kine, or flocks of thy sheep, until he have de- 
stroyed thee’? (Deut. 28:51). 

Because God has blessed our land, it will yield 
in abundance but, because we are walking contrary 
to His laws, that abundance is not to accrue to our 
benefit but to the benefit of our enemies. Only when 
we turn to our Lord and repent with all our hearts 
will He restore to us the fruit of our labors and our 
plentiful harvests will redound to our good so that 
“there shall not be room enough to receive it.” 
Then, and then only, will the poor and rich alike 
receive material benefits from the blessings God will 
bestow upon us, from which abundance we will be 
able to amply care for the truly needy who are unable 
to help themselves in the day of distress. 
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OUR attention, as you read this 

publication, is directed toward 

the destinies of the nations of 
the world, the war, and our changing 
economy.

HIGH COST OF LIVING 


IT IS QUITE INTERESTING to listen to the recriminations of 
the politicians as each political party undertakes to inform 
the people where the responsibility for high prices lies. 
There are, of course, a number of causes and not least 
among them is the demand on the part of pressure groups 
and the people themselves for government financial aid 
and support. As long as this situation continues, the cost 
of living will increase and taxes will also be high. 

Our forefathers in this nation lived under governments 
that were merely administrative. They did not expect 
their government to do for them what they could ac- 
complish themselves by hard work and thriftiness. An 
individual was scarcely aware of its existence unless he 
violated the laws of the land. Then the government 
stepped in to maintain law and order in the interests of 
preserving peace: 


‘There is only one purpose for which governments can have 
any legitimate excuse for existence. ‘That purpose is set forth in 
the preamble to our Constitution: mutual defense and protection 
against evil aggression and the establishment of tranquility and 
peace within. Thus a government primarily exists to protect and 
enable citizens to carry on their business free from interference 
and to protect the community from aggression from the criminal 
within and the enemy without. Government is the establishment 
of a system of administration by which men are chosen from 
among men to exercise power and who have authority to regulate 
and govern the acts of men in order that justice, equity and 
peace may be established and society be free from fear of vio- 
lence.” (Destiny for February 1945.) 


A study of governments today indicates how far we 
have departed from these fundamental principles as of- 
ficials pry into and interfere with practically every phase 
of human activity and endeavor. 

Because governments today have departed from the 
original intent and purpose for which they were estab- 
lished, they have become so entrenched in business that 
they are often operating in keen competition with their 
own citizens. The officials of government do not have to 
balance their ledgers so they can outbid all others in 
competing for available raw materials and goods. 

The evil of such a situation has not become fully ap- 
parent to the citizens of our nation, though many are 
beginning to awaken to a realization of the oppressiveness 
of governmental bureaucracies. This oppression will be- 
come even more pronounced as the power of government 
is exercised to fully establish a planned economy. 

High prices are often the result of a program instituted 
by the very administration purporting to condemn in- 
flationary trends. This is clearly illustrated by a study of 
the institution of subsidies whereby the government is 
committed to keeping prices high. 

When the special session of Congress ended there were 
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rumors that the administration intended to bid up com- 
modity and material prices, with heavy buying for foreign 
aid; and thus try to force the passage of price control and 
rationing legislation later. The very fact that it is possible 
to do this is sufficient evidence in itself to demonstrate the 
evils of our present method of governmental controls. The 
law of supply and demand is still operating so today the 
prospects of bumper crops is alarming the political leaders 
at Washington who have hoped to capitalize on high 
prices. When God in His mercy has given us an abundance 
the only thing these leaders can visualize is how they may 
nullify that prosperity to save their dollar values. Perhaps 
we will be hearing soon of crop destruction and plowing 
under so that high costs may be maintained by an ad- 
ministration that hopes to capitalize politically on arti- 
ficial scarcities. 

Complicating the situation is the caliber of the men 
who have been elected to office through politics. Such 
men have been placed in a position to operate a tre- 
mendous business organization so complex that no indi- 
vidual can truly comprehend all of its many ramifications. 
Yet many of these men who are expected to operate such 
a gigantic undertaking would not be able to successfully 
operate a peanut stand at a profit in private life. Need we 
be so astonished at the inefficiency and wastefulness in the 
operation of government? 

After all, who is going to protect the citizens of a nation 
against the maladministration of the officials of their own 
government? This becomes an especially pertinent ques- 
tion when these officials have the power to inflate prices at 
will. Surely government which, for political reasons, can 
hold its people in contempt and destroy their purchasing 
power is in itself evil and aggressive. 


EXPLOITING LABOR 


AN HONEST MAN never has to parade the fact that he is 
honest for his acts speak for themselves. However, when 
a man brags of his goodness or his honesty it is well to 
place a close watch over him. Men who are deficient in a 
given virtue are apt to attempt to make up for that de- 
ficiency by braggadocio. What is true of individuals may 
apparently be true of nations and the evidence for this is 
the propaganda emanating from Moscow. Using slogans 
to extol virtues they do not possess, the Kremlin evidently 
hopes to deceive the gullible into accepting their state- 
ments for performance. 

The following excerpts, taken from ‘‘Newsletter from 
Behind the Iron Curtain” compiled and edited by The 
Baltic Review, are an excellent illustration of the per- 
fidiousness of the Kremlin leaders: 


“‘As an invariable rule, every holiday in the Soviet Union is 
used as a pretext for discoursing upon the happy life of the 
Soviet people. The latest occasion upon which this was done in 
Estonia was on May st. The ‘working masses’ paraded in the 
streets of every town and village, bearing placards with slogans 
extolling the happiness of men, women and children under the 
Soviet regime. 

“‘As regards women, their happiness seems to consist in doing 
heavy work on a par with men in fields which were indeed barred 
to them by the labour laws of independent ‘capitalist’ Estonia. 

‘““Rahwa Hadl (The People’s Voice), the organ of the Com- 
munist Party in Tallinn, boasts on March 7, 1948: 

‘* “Thousands of women are working in the Estonian Donbass 
(the area of the oilshale mines). They work as miners in the 
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underground mines, as drillers, engine drivers, oilshale loaders 
and sorters, as electrical engineers in the oil refineries.’ 

“In the combine of Kiviéli there are g00 female workers, in 
Kittejéu 267, in Kohtla 285. Two hundred women at Kividli 
are said to do the work of men. It is true that the law deprived 
them of this joy under capitalist rule. 

“However, all the Stakhanovites among these women have 
Russian names. The oilshale industry is a war industry, yielding 
uranium among other things, its workers are strictly segregated 
from the rest of the population, the whole industrial area fenced 
in with barbed wire and guarded by troops. There is every 
reason to suppose that the women working in it are convicts, as 
the whole industry is kept going mainly by means of slave labor 
and German POWs. 


“Not only the mines are open to women under the Soviet 
regime: they are likewise employed in the building industry, 
engineering works, the railway, etc.; in a word, at tasks which 
the rest of the world considers too arduous for women. Never- 
theless, Rahva Haal points out that only in the Soviet Union 
women have achieved equal rights with men. As regards heavy 
work this seems indeed to be correct.” 


No so-called capitalistic nation would so exploit its 
citizens, especially its womenfolk. The exploitation of 
workers, of men, women and even children, as carried on 
by the Soviets, exceeds anything known even during the 
darkest ages of history. So-called capitalism never con- 
templated such control of workers even in the heyday of 
its power. It is certain that no capitalistic country today 
would be as cruel and mercenary as the Soviet leaders are. 
Yet Communism as practiced in Russia is the ideology of 
government that many of the labor leaders in the United 
States are hailing as the workers’ paradise and the workers 
themselves have been deceived into believing it would give 
them the happiness and prosperity they are seeking. 


SECULAR CONFIRMATION 


IT is ALWAYS interesting to find confirmative evidence 
from sources entirely independent of Bible prophecy 
which substantiates the position we have taken. as a result 
of our study of prophecy. In Human Events for August 4, 
1948 the statement is made: 


“English liberties were not lost in the election of 1945. They 
were not lost in either World War. The farther back we go, the 
clearer are the signs that the English were surrendering their 
liberties before Queen Victoria’s Diamond Jubilee. By 1900, 
the astonishing rate of growth in British economic wealth had 
begun to slow down, while the population curve continued 
upward. As an inevitable result, real wages declined, and the 
‘social problem’ reared its ugly head.” 


Great opportunities were set before our race, climaxing 
during the reign of Queen Victoria as set forth in Study in 
Daniel, from which the following is quoted: 


“The reign of Victoria, the longest in English history, wit- 
nessed the extraordinary growth of Imperial Britain. It is there- 
fore of great significance that at the height of her reign the time 
had come to confirm the Covenant of Peace. Beginning with 
1890 A.D., both of the great Anglo-Saxon peoples entered an era 
of blessing never known before. The Covenant of Peace was 
confirmed with many of His people Israel, beginning with this 
50th or great Jubilee Week of 49 years. But though in Great 
Britain Queen Victoria herself knew she reigned on the Throne 
of David and that her subjects were the House of Israel, the 
Church in Israel refused to accept and proclaim this great truth. 
While the knowledge did reach the people, their indifference to 
the responsibility it engendered prevented a long continuation of

peace. Instead of being grateful to God for the revelation of their 
identity, and turning to the full administration of all His laws, 
Israel’s prosperity produced only the advancement of materialism 
and spiritual decadency as higher criticism and Modernism began 
to flourish throughout Anglo-Saxon lands. In the midst of this 
great week of the greatest of Jubilees, when God’s people were 
enjoying a high degree of progress and prosperity, peace passed 
away.” (Pages 252-253.*) 


If our race had awakened to their God-given responsi- 
bilities, what a different story could be told today! Because 
we did not recognize the day of our visitation, the decline 
that began in the days of Queen Victoria has led to the 
destruction of our liberty. In every sense, both as to our 
international relationships and in domestic affairs, peace 
has indeed been taken from us and our freedom and 
liberties have been destroyed. We are now paying a fearful 
price for the decided trend toward materialism and away 
from spiritual values at that time. In our stubbornness we 
are continuing to refuse to recognize God’s blessings, 
acknowledge our identity as the Israel of God today, 
arise to our individual and national responsibilities and 
observe all His laws. 


HAT IN HAND 


IT Is A SAD SPECTACLE to see the representatives of Great 
Britain, the United States and France waiting, hat in 
hand, before the Kremlin in Moscow. Stalin and Molotov 
must be cynically amused as they keep these respective 
governments in suspense week after week awaiting their 
pleasure. | 

While we do not know yet what is actually taking 
place in the discussions, we can be sure of one thing. That 
is that Soviet Russia is using the present situation to 
further her own ends. We wait while Russia moves to 
consolidate her positions in Berlin and elsewhere. What- 
ever the outcome, it will certainly redound to Moscow’s 
advantage if past experiences are any criteria by which 
we may judge the present. We should have known better 
than to try to appease the Soviet leaders. If our national 
leaders had heeded the warnings of the prophets of the 
Lord, they would have recognized the futility of com- 
promise. It is useless to try to deal with a highwayman 
who is holding a gun at your head and the leaders of 
Russia are extremely adept at highwayman tactics — 
actually they are bandits and the murderers of millions of 
helpless victims. 

Stalin and his cohorts are toying with us, hoping to gain 
certain advantages in a moment of weakness on our part. 
He can afford to wait for it will be “heads he wins and tails 
we lose” when the full import of any agreement reached in 
Moscow is made known to the public. The pity of it all is 
that we won the war only to lose the peace to leaders who 
have no scruples and who desire our annihilation. Every 
move they make will have this end as its ultimate ob- 
jective. When will our nation awaken to the realization 
that we are fighting a deadly and vicious foe who is 
planning for war, not peace?

OBSESSED WITH THE idea that friendship with the people 
of the European nations is the cure-all for every trouble

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and the solution to international problems, Drew Pearson 
informs us that we can avoid war by making friends with 
the Russian people. He does this after admitting that 
fourteen men in the Kremlin are in absolute control of all 
Russia, exercising supreme power to decide peace or war. 
We are informed by him that all we have to do is to let 
the Russian people know we are friendly and they wiil 
prevent an armed conflict. No one is opposed to making 
friends with all those who will be friendly but friendship 
with the peoples of nations is of little value if the ones 
with whom we are friendly lack the power to make de- 
cisions in favor of peace. Mr. Pearson admits the inability 
of the Russian people to make such decisions. 

Let us look at the facts. If the Russian people today are 
unable to prevent the fourteen men in the Kremlin from 
completely dominating their own domestic lives, just how 
would expressions of friendship change this situation so as 
to bring about the international good will we seek? By all 
means let us inform the Russians, as a people, that we 
want to be friendly. Let us also remember, nevertheless, 
that it is not the Russian people with whom we are dealing 
but ruthless, godless men who have seized power in that 
country and enslaved the people, compelling them to do 
just as those fourteen men wish. Hundreds of thousands, 
yes, millions of Russians, are already restless and long to 
escape the oppression of the police state but at present 
they are unable to do so. Not all have the opportunity or 
the courage of one Russian woman who was willing to 
forfeit her life to escape the clutches of her country’s 
leaders and, because her desperate act was not fatal to 
her, obtained asylum in a country where she is among 
friends. There is no way yet found by them in their own 
country by which the tyrannical usurpers of authority and 
power over them can be liquidated. The Russian masses 
have no say as to whether it shall be peace or war, nor are 
they likely to have a voice in such matters as long as the 
present ruthless rulers dominate the nation. 

Furthermore, under the tutelage of these rulers there 
has risen a generation of Communists who neither com- 
prehend the ways of peace nor understand the meaning 
of the word friendship. Unfortunately, they are as godless 
as the leaders who dominate them. A proffer of friendship 
would in their minds be a sign of weakness, for they have 
been taught to hate and destroy, not to love and cherish. 

Not only has Mr. Pearson failed to take these circum- 
stances into consideration, but he ignores the fact that a 
majority opinion behind the iron curtain is of no moment 
whatever in deciding policies of state while the present 
despotic men continue in power over the Russian people. 
What of the satellite nations which have been brought 
into the orbit of Communism in spite of the opposition of 
the majority within those nations? 

Where terror, torture and sudden death ride by day and 
by night; where public opinion does not count; where the 
right of free choice does not exist; where no political party, 
save one, has any standing whatsoever; and where anyone 
who so much as utters a word condemning or seeming to 
criticize the existing order may disappear in the night, it is 
utterly foolish to expect gestures of friendship by a people 
outside the iron curtain for the slaves within to in any way 
bring about pressures within the country that will in- 
fluence their taskmasters to ease their burdens. Because 
Mr. Pearson has freedom of speech in the U.S.A. to 
declare many things — some of which would be better 
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left unsaid — it evidently prevents him from realizing how 
completely helpless a people can become under police 
state rule. If he were behind the iron curtain and so much 
as criticized the Kremlin, as he so freely criticizes those 
who differ with him in his own country, his friendship 
program would not save him from the vengeance of those 
ruthless fourteen leaders. Even if his life were spared, he 
might be residing in a concentration camp, his voice 
silenced and he himself enduring the tortures of the 
damned. 

In spite of anything we can do the leaders of the Kremlin 
have elected that it shall be war and our protestations of 
friendship for the Russian people will in no way change 
that decision. If America is wise she will prepare to meet 
the inevitable onslaught when the tyrants of the Kremlin 
elect to strike in the furtherance of their program of evil 
aggression. It will not be until after such evil leaders are 
destroyed that friendship for the Russian people can begin 
to bear fruit. Mr. Pearson must know the fourteen men in 
the Kremlin will not bow to public opinion and refrain 
from war. The ugly facts will not thus be changed, for the 
Kremlin will strike in due course. This is in accordance 
with the testimony of Daniel concerning their program.* 

There is no peace today, nor are there any prospects for 
peace at this time. Because this is so, God, through His 
Prophet Ezekiel, condemns those who are proclaiming 
peace and are failing to prepare the House of Israel so 
they may be able to stand in the battle of the Day of the 
Lord (Ez. 13: 4-5). The only sane course for us to follow 
is to heed the warnings of the prophets of the Lord and 
prepare for the coming storm. 


BOYCOTT THE BOYCOTTERS 


BEFORE US AS WE write is a Boycott Bulletin put out by the 
Sons of Liberty Committee with a covering letter calling 
for financial help in instituting a boycott of British goods. 
The purpose is stated to be: “Dedicated to hitting the 
British Government where it hurts — in the pocketbook.” 
The aim is to compel Great Britain, through financial 
pressure, to line up with the Zionist program for Palestine 
or suffer at their hands. 

Already the Zionists have succeeded by political pres- 
sure in compelling President Truman to capitulate to 
them. Through smear campaigns and false propaganda 
they have been endeavoring to silence those who are 
familiar with their technique and are exposing their 
methods as un-American. President Truman’s capitulation 
has actually caused our nation to line up with Soviet 
Russia where Palestine is concerned. Russia is sending 
Communist-trained personnel into Palestine subsidized 
by the American dollar. 

A Boycott-Britain meeting was held August 17th in New 
York City. In a report to us it is stated that 95% of the 
audience were Jews. At the meeting there was a formidable 
line-up of emotional, highly intelligent orators. The report 
is that the boycott is taking hold in a substantial way, 
with money flowing in to finance the campaign. 

The genuine American believes in fair play and always 
insists that the accused has a right to his day in court. 
Boycotts never grant the accused an opportunity to defend 
himself but are based upon mob psychology. Revenge is 
usually the motive of the instigators of such practices in

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peace time. This method of procedure is oriental, not 
Anglo-Saxon. 

Perhaps it is time we awoke to the need of fighting fire 
with fire. It might have a very good effect upon those who 
are now resorting to this evil practice of the boycott for 
the purpose of compelling others to support their false 
claims. The time is fast approaching when those who have 
been responsible for instituting smear campaigns against 
American citizens and are now organizing boycott moves 
against men of our race are to be taught a real lesson and 
be made to see that their program of hatred has no place 
in our land. One of these days it is going to dawn upon the 
gullible American that his indifference has been construed 
as a sign of stupidity by the very ones who are themselves 
the most intolerant. 

The policy of rule or ruin, destruction through the smear 
technique and financial ruin by boycott will be short- 
lived when the evil intent back of these moves becomes 
known to the American public. It is well to remember that 
boycotts have a way of eventually backfiring to the hurt 
of those who originally institute them. 


ZIONIST ATROCITIES 


THROUGH HIGHLY PUBLICIZED propaganda the Zionists 
have succeeded in making the world believe that they are 
the champions of tolerance as they point to the supposed 
intolerance of those who have opposed them and their 
program. While it is true that many Jews suffered and 
died as the result of atrocities committed by Hitler, yet 
many thousands of Christians also were tortured and 
killed while he was in power. To this may be added the 
millions of Christians who perished in Soviet Russia 
following the revolution when renegade Jews took over 
that government. On one occasion, when these facts were 
called to the attention of a Zionist, his immediate reaction 
was an attitude of complete indifference to the slaughter 
of those not of his own race. Surely he who desires to be 
treated with tolerance must respond by a demonstration 
that he also is tolerant and sympathetic towards the 
sufferings of others. 

It is time the public at large, and the Christian world in 
particular, began to recognize the aptness of the truism, 
“Well may he smell fire, whose gown burns!” Even a 
casual investigation of Zionist atrocities committed in 
Palestine tars those who are so vehement in their denun- 
ciation of intolerance as the most intolerant. Apparently 
a conspiracy of silence prevails in our land, preventing 
these facts from receiving full publicity. 

In a memorandum to the United Nations Delegation, 
submitted by The Arab Higher Committee Delegation for 
Palestine, 4512 Empire State Building, New York, N. Y., 
is set forth in detail some of the acts committed by the 
Zionists in the Holy Land. The introduction of this report 
states in part: 


“In publishing this Paper on Jewish crimes and atrocities in 
Palestine, we do not intend to dwell upon the war in that coun- 
try, nor do we intend to give any account of actions during 
military operations or battles between Arab and Jewish forces. 
These events are not the subject of our comment. What we wish 
to dwell upon in this memorandum is crimes committed by 
Jews against the Arab civilian population. We intend to expose 
the malicious, barbaric and inhuman methods of extermination 
resorted to by the Jews of Palestine in violation of the accepted 
tules of civilized or chivalrous warfare. 
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“When the Fascists and Nazis persecuted the Jews of Europe, 
Jews everywhere saw to it that the civilized world learned all the 
details of those atrocities through their powerful and world-wide 
propaganda machine. Paradoxically, nonetheless, the Jews of 
Eastern Europe who suffered so much at the hands of their 
persecutors have been good pupils. They have now established 
for themselves a record for savagery in Palestine. 

“According to a very reliable British source, an official of the 
Jewish Agency as long ago as February 1948 explained to a 
British friend the methods which the Zionists would adopt in 
Palestine. They would commence their campaign with two or 
three massacres. ‘When we massacre,’ this Zionist said, ‘we shall 
not only kill the men; we shall massacre the women and children 
and then their cows, sheep and oxen.’ 

“The facts enumerated in this memorandum must shock every 
decent person in the world. They are all authentic and cannot 
be challenged by the Zionists, who do not intend to fight either 
honorably or chivalrously. They have not conducted their mili- 
tary operations according to the accepted rules of civilized war- 
fare. In occupying some Arab cities, quarters or villages the Jews 
have committed the most heinous crimes against innocent 
civilians.” 

It is impossible to publish in Destiny a full list of the 
horrible: atrocities that have been committed by the 
Zionists in Palestine. They are revolting and those who 
have committed them are beyond the pale of true civiliza- 
tion. Those who by their money are lending support to the 
Zionists are partaking with them of their evil deeds. The 
following excerpts are taken from the memorandum 
submitted to the United Nations Delegation: 


“The massacre of Arab old men, women and children by Jews 
was a well-calculated and cold-blooded plan. It was intended to 
terrorize the Arab civilian population and cause an Arab exodus 
from Palestine. As a result of these massacres, about 300,000 
Arabs have left their homes, towns and villages and have taken 
refuge in neighboring Arab countries. The following are only a 
few of these barbarous massacres: 

“April 10, 1948 — Massacre or Derr YAsIN VILLAGE — JE- 
RUSALEM. Deir Yasin, a village of about 600 inhabitants, is a 
suburb of Jerusalem surrounded by Jewish settlements. On 
April 10, 1948 it was attacked by 500 Jews, who rounded up most 
of the inhabitants and looted all valuables they could find. ‘Then 
they started massacring men, women and children, bayonetting 
pregnant women, cutting children to pieces before their mothers’ 
eyes, then killing the mothers. Jews killed about 250 Arabs. 
Among these were twenty-five pregnant women, fifty-two 
mothers with sucklings, some of whom were only a few months 
old, and about sixty other women and girls. Jews dumped over 
150 bodies into a cistern in order to hide the horrors and mutila- 
tion committed by them. They took from the same village a 
group of Arab women and girls, stripped them of all clothes, 
put them into trucks, paraded them in the Jewish quarters of 
Jerusalem, and photographed them naked. As the details of these 
horrors became known, even Jewish civilians in Jerusalem were 
shocked. 

*‘Jewish forces barred entrance to all outsiders so that no one 
would see their horrible acts. M. Jacques de Regnier, delegate 
of the International Red Cross, asked permission of the Jewish 
Agency to go to the scene of the massacre, but they refused to 
allow him to go until the next day, so that they might clear the 
mess. M. de Regnier told the Arab Higher Committee in Je- 
rusalem that ‘the situation was simply horrible.’ He related how 
the bodies were thrown into the cistern, so that he could not 
see them, but that other bodies were lying around, and many 
houses were destroyed. He related that he found an Arab girl of 
six still living under a pile of bodies, and that he took her to a 
hospital. 

**The Jewish Agency, with its usual hypocrisy and with the 
intention of throwing dust in the eyes of the world, issued a 
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statement expressing ‘its horror and disgust at the barbarous 
manner in which this action was carried out!’ But two days later, 
the Jewish daily newspaper Hamashkif, mouthpiece of the Jewish 
terrorist g lifted the curtain to reveal the true facts, stating 
that the Irgunists had declared that the Haganah was aware 
beforehand of the Irgunists’ plan drawn up for Deir Yasin and 
that the Haganah commander had been made acquainted by 
the commander of the operations with these plans. 

“May 5, 1948 — Massacre or Berr Et Kuourt VILLAGERS. 
A large group of Haganah terrorists attacked Arab villages 
located on the banks of the Jordan River near a place known as 
Beit El Khouri. The terrorists fired their automatic guns at the 
defenseless and terrified villagers. Tens of villagers were killed 
in cold blood and hundreds were seriously wounded. This was 
not all. In their Nazi manner Haganah gangsters killed women 
and children, disfiguring them in the most repulsive and sicken- 
ing manner. Then the bloodthirsty murderers beheaded some of 
the old and infirm persons and amputated their hands and legs. 
They took the young men of the village, packed them into a 
house, poured gasoline on it and set it on fire. The remaining old 
persons were driven to the scene of the ‘crematory’ and were 
told to go to their brethren in the Arab world and tell them what 
they had seen, and see if they dare come to their aid. Some of 
the villagers who escaped the Zionist terrors managed to swim 
across the river to the Syrian frontier. 

“May 6, 1948 — Mosogue Packep WitrH WoMEN AND CHIL- 
DREN Bown UP. In El-Zaytoun village (Safad district) Jews 
packed women, children and old people into the village mosque 
and blew it up on the heads of those innocent victims. 

“May 7, 1948 — VILLAGERs SLAIN. Zionist patrols armed with 
automatics forced three of the villagers of Al-Kabry — Mo- 
hammed Mattar, Nimmer Abed El Rahman Al Akbar, Maklab 
Abi Aziz — into the hut of Ali Mohammed El-Kadi, age 70, and 
slaughtered each of them like sheep across the knee of the old man. 

“May 13, 1948 — Massacre or Berr Darras ViLLaceE. In 
their attack on Beit Darras village situated in the Gaza district, 
the Zionist murderers found only children, women, elderly and 
infirm persons. Immediately they started killing all of them, 
butchering the women, some of whom were pregnant. The 
Zionist butchers indulged in disfiguring the bodies of the elderly 
men. After looting all the household furniture and the provisions 
left in the village, Zionist terrorists embarked on a systematic 
plan of blasting the largest houses by shell fire and mines.” 


Jews Resort to Bacteriological Warfare 


“The present population of Jews in Palestine comes mainly 
from Eastern Europe. A great many of them are irreligious, 
godless and ruthless Communists. They conspire and carry on 
their aggression in a hateful, fanatic and vengeful manner. ‘These 
Jews recognize no code of ethics and honor, nor international 
convention. They wish to realize their immoral and illegal 
aggression at any cost to their opponents. 

“For several years the Zionists have planned and prepared for 
the use of bacteriological warfare. To that end they set up 
laboratories in Palestine. The Jews plan to use this inhuman 
weapon against the Arabs in the Middle East in their war of 
extermination. When cholera broke out in Egypt in November 
1947, and in Syrian villages on the Palestine-Syria borders about 
February 1948, there was some, but not conclusive, evidence that 
Zionists were responsible for the outbreak of this plague. 

“On January 12, 1948 Leon Pearson reported from Paris via 
N. B. C., New York, that ‘the Jewish underground is preparing 
to launch bacteriological warfare against the Arabs.’ This fact 
was also confirmed by a Christian American citizen who had 
attended a dinner in Rio de Janeiro, Brazil in February 1948, 
given by the Zionist Revisionist Organization under the chair- 
manship of Professor Heller, in honor of a visiting guest intro- 
duced as Captain Zvi Kolitz from Palestine and as an officer of 
the Irgun Zvai Leumi. Captain Kolitz has been featured recently 
as a guest speaker in meetings in New York sponsored by Irgun 
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groups. At the end of his speech Captain Kolitz said, ‘I know for 
sure that we are going to employ bacteriological warfare when 
the British pull out. We have no allies, and cholera is no doubt 
a good ally. We shall bring cholera microbes to Cairo, to Bagh- 
dad, to Damascus and to Amman, and in view of the hygienic 
conditions in the Arab states this weapon may be of decisive 
importance.’ Captain Kolitz further asserted that Jewish sci- 
entists are already preparing bacteriological bombs and that 
hundreds of cholera-stricken mice are being kept for experiments 
in special laboratories in Palestine.” 
Malicious Destruction of Arab Property 


“In discussing destruction of property we do not mean damage 
done in actual fighting, due to shelling or bombardment. This is 
something to be expected in every war. What we mean in this 
connection is malicious destruction of Arab property in towns 
and villages after their occupation by the Jews, as a part of a 
cold, economic warfare, with a view to destroying Arab wealth 
and utterly demolishing many Arab cities and villages. 

**This wilful ruin of property was carried out by Jews in Arab 
Jaffa, Haifa, Safad and Tiberias. These crimes were at their 
worst in Jaffa. After its Arab inhabitants deserted that town, 
Jews of Tel Aviv marked out the biggest and most modern build- 
ings, including dwellings, business houses, cinemas and other 
institutions, and razed them to the ground. 


Destruction and Desecration of Holy Places 


‘Jews in Haifa defiled Christian and Moslem Holy Places. 
Jews in Jerusalem occupied Christian Holy Places and shrines 
and used them as forts, arsenals and military bases. Upon their 
retreat they either damaged or burned these Sacred Places. By 
indiscriminate shelling they damaged fourteen churches, institu- 
tions and shrines in the Old City of Jerusalem.” 

These are strong indictments of the character of those 
who, because they or their kind suffered under Hitler, are 
now afflicting innocent men and women with the same 
type of suffering since it has become possible for them to 
duplicate Hitler’s crimes. Iwo wrongs do not make a 
right and the Zionists are due just as severe condemnation 
for their intolerance and cruel acts as the Nazis. 

After all, the Zionists are demonstrating what Destiny 
has pointed out again and again to be true, that when our 
Lord said the Kingdom had been taken from the Jews and 
would be given to a nation bringing forth the fruits of the 
Kingdom (Matt. 21: 43), He knew that these men were 
unfit to rule over others. The Zionists are now demonstrat- 
ing the truth of our Lord’s forecast. 

When the mask is finally removed from the whole pro- 
gram as it is planned in the councils of the Zionists, the 
Christian world will awaken to the realization that in their 
support of the Zionists’ ambitions regarding Palestine they 
have financed and aided an evil as devilish as the Soviet 
regime, for Zionism is but an arm of the Kremlin 
endeavoring to secure control in the Middle East. 

Just as the Christian world was led astray by the futurist 
school of prophetic interpretation in their glorification of 
Mussolini as the coming man of sin, so now they are being 
led astray again by the declarations of this same school of 
thought who are declaring that the Zionist movement is a 
fulfillment of the prophecy of the restoration of Israel to 
her ancient homeland. Nothing could be further from the 
truth, though the Zionists are fulfilling Daniel’s prophecy 
concerning the renegade Jews who would undertake to 
establish a kingdom. The verdict of the Angel, as given 
to Daniel, was that they will fail.*

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It Shall Not Be Forgiven 


ouGHOouT the Word of God, 

both Old Testament and New, 

there is not to be found a more 

deadly serious warning than our Lord 

addresses to those who deny or in any 

way discredit the absolute finality of 
the witness of the Holy Spirit: 


“Wherefore I say unto you, All manner 
of sin and blasphemy shall be forgiven 
unto men: but the blasphemy against the 
Holy Spirit shall not be forgiven unto 
men . . . whosoever speaketh against the 
Holy Spirit, it shall not be forgiven him, 
neither in this world, neither in the world 
to come.” (Matt. 12: 31-32.) 


Of no other sin or transgression pos- 
sible to potentially redeemable man- 
kind is such terrible condemnation 
expressly assured. In the face of the 
unpardonable quality of this sin in the 
sight of God, it behooves us to give 
particular attention to every ramifica- 
tion of His warning, for it is without 
parallel in the entire Bible, and it 
comes to us with the Divine authority 
of the Son Himself. 

Most Christians are more or less 
familiar with the witness of the Holy 
Spirit to the deity of Christ. Until 
lately it would have been difficult to 
find even a casually professing Chris- 
tian who presumed to question this 
particular testimony of the Spirit. 
Christ was acknowledged to be the 
Son of the living God, God Himself, 
incarnate. It is this testimony of the 
Spirit to the deity of Christ which 
guarantees the holiness, the eternal 
adequacy of the one perfect sacrifice 
for human sin and assures salvation 
for the believer. No true Christian can 
or does question the Holy Spirit in 
this respect. 

But there is a second mighty witness 
of God, the Holy Spirit, which must be 
brought to the attention of men now 
in these last apostate days of the 
Laodicean Church —a holy witness 
which is being not only ignored, but 
openly reviled and blasphemed by 
those whose prime business it is to 
“feed the sheep.” This is a grave 
charge indeed to bring against the 
ministers of the cloth, the charge of 
blaspheming the Holy Spirit, for it 
is an accusation carrying with it the 
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dire penalty of no place of forgiveness, 
either in this age or in the age to come. 

It is essential that the facts warrant- 
ing such a charge come solely from 
the Word of God — it is too serious 
a matter to permit of merely human 
theories or opinions. Therefore, since 
few are presumptuous enough to dis- 
count the inspiration of Paul, the great 
Apostle to the nations, it will be well 
to turn first to him. Without any 
reservation, he asserts, “‘All scripture 
is given by inspiration of God” (II 
Tim. 3: 16). The Apostle Peter further 
adds: 

“We have also a more sure word of 
prophecy; whereunto ye do well that ye 
take heed. . . . For the prophecy came 
not in old time by the will of man: but 
holy men of God spake as they were moved by 
the Holy Spirit.” (II Peter 1: 19-21.) 


An awesome fact emerges at this 
point: Moses and the prophets did not 
write the Old Testament. The Holy 
Spirit merely used them as His 
pen and ink; the words are His! The 
revelation is His! The message is His! 
Therefore, whosoever takes it upon 
himself to reject the revelation, the 
message, given to “Moses and the 
prophets,” or who presumes to tamper 
with that message in the slightest de- 
gree, is, beyond peradventure of a 
doubt, blaspheming the Holy Spirit. 

It next becomes imperative to dis- 
cern and establish the great theme of 
that prophetic revelation, for it is ac- 
cording to men’s acceptance or rejec- 
tion of that majestic message that they 
shall be found faithful to the will of 
God or numbered among those who 
repudiate the witness of the Holy 
Spirit, with all that such repudiation 
entails. When we remove the impious 
perversions and distortions laid upon 
the Word of God by the modernists 
and their unlovely fellow-travelers 
who insist upon “spiritualizing” that 
Word, a very simple and glorious story 
emerges, a story culminating in the 
establishment of God’s triumphant 
Kingdom on this earth, eradicating 
every phase of Lucifer’s evil rebellion. 
Over and over again the New Testa- 
ment informs us that Jesus came 
preaching that same Kingdom. It 


does not say that He came preaching 
salvation, for the very good reason that 
salvation is not the end, the goal; it is 
the means, the essential and only 
means, of achieving and entering that 
end — the Kingdom. 

From Genesis to Revelation the 
Kingdom is the eternal purpose in 
view, and to that end God, the Holy 
Spirit, testifies through Moses and the 
prophets that He created and set 
apart for His own use a particular 
people, descended from Adam, through 
Noah and Abraham to the latter’s 
grandson, Jacob-Israel, whose twelve 
sons God has expanded through the 
centuries into the great nation and 
commonwealth of nations prophesied 
by the Holy Spirit (Gen. 48:19) to 
become the carefully trained and dis- 
ciplined nucleus of that Kingdom. 
Through the various phases of their 
history that story goes. Obedient, they 
are blessed; disobedient, they are 
severely chastened, but at no point does 
the will of God change or deviate: 
they were ordained to become the 
servant center of His Kingdom, and 
that they cannot fail to be, “for the 
word has gone forth out of His mouth: 
it shall not return unto Him void.” 
So essential are that people to God’s 
great plan that He came Himself, not 
only to provide entrance into the 
Kingdom through salvation for all 
other people as well, but, it must be 
stressed, particularly to redeem back 
to Himself the castoff, divorced House 
of Israel headed by the birthright 
tribes of Joseph in order that they 
might fulfill their Kingdom work and 
destiny. 

Regardless of what other races of 
mankind may also accept salvation 
and secure a place in His Kingdom, 
the Holy Spirit declares that the 
House of Israel was from the begin- 
ning of its inception, is now, and ever 
must be the central, responsible hub 
of that Kingdom. The unceasing na- 
tional existence of this witnessing 
servant nation is the great neglected 
truth of the Scriptures. The Holy 
Spirit bears witness to one indispen- 
sable Man — Jesus Christ. The Holy 
Spirit also bears witness to the one 
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indispensable nation—the nation 
known as the House of Israel: 


“Thus saith the Lord, which giveth 
the sun for a light by day and the ordi- 
nances of the moon and of the stars for 
a light by night, which divideth the sea 
when the waves thereof roar; the Lord of 
hosts is his name: If those ordinances 

from before me, saith the Lord, 
then the seed of Israel also shall cease from 
being a nation before me forever.” ( Jer. 


31: 35-36.) 


The Holy Spirit does not say a scat- 
tered, international remnant; neither 
does He say a Church. The statement 
is: “a nation before me forever.” 

Before there is light, there is no sin. 
While blindness still encompassed 
Israel until the fullness of the nations 
had come in, it is in some degree 
understandable, though in no sense 
commendable, that the ministers of 
earlier days, timorously endeavoring 
to help God fulfill His holy Word, 
tried to identify His everlasting nation 
with the Church. But today no such 
pale excuse will avail, for long since 
has the blindness been lifted away; 
long since have the hunters (Jer. 16: 
16) sought out and identified that lost 
and hidden nation. The history of 
over two thousand years has set every 
one of the more than seventy-odd 
prophetic marks Divinely foretold by 
the Holy Spirit to distinguish the House 
of Israel in the latter days of the Chris- 
tian dispensation, upon the Anglo- 
Saxon and kindred peoples, and upon 
no other people on the face of the 
earth. Ignorance can no longer be 
pleaded by anyone, for a voluminous 
literature has long been available 
covering every phase of this subject, 
confirming the Holy Spirit’s prophetic 
testimony historically, archeologically 
and ethnologically. 

Besides these numerous identifying 
marks, the Holy Spirit also affirms 
through Jeremiah that the New Cove- 
nant shall be made, not with a group 
of Gentile nations, but with the House 
of Israel: 


“Behold, the days come, saith the Lord, 
that I will make a new covenant with the 
House of Israel, and with the House of 
Judah: Not according to the covenant 
that I made with their fathers in the day 
that I took them by the hand to bring 
them out of the land of Egypt; which my 
covenant they brake, although I was an 
husband unto them, saith the Lord: But 
this shall be the covenant that I will make 
with the house of Israel: After those days, 
saith the Lord, I will put my law in their 
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inward parts, and write it in their hearts; 
and will be their God, and they shall be 
my people.” (Jer. 31: 31-33.) 


Again, two thousand years of history 
reveal the people in whom the cove- 
nant of the blood of the Lamb has 
been fulfilled — the same people bear- 
ing every prophetic mark of the House 
of Israel of the latter days. It may be 
well to point out here that the term, 
House of Israel, is never used at any 
time in the entire Word of God to 
designate any but the northern ten- 
tribed kingdom, quite apart from the 
southern two-tribed kingdom known 
as the House of Judah. Nor is it pos- 
sible to refer to the numerically in- 
significant, Christ-denying Jews, ninety 
per cent of whom today are known 
to be of alien non-Judaic parentage, 
those prophecies addressed to the 
great House of Judah. Judging by the 
infallible prophecy above quoted, we 
must accept the fact that the House 
of Judah, necessarily being included 
in the New Covenant, has long since 
“‘walked to” and joined the House of 
Israel in the Isles, and is undoubtedly 
to be found today, together with their 
brothers of the House of Israel, in the 
Christian nations of the New Cove- 
nant. Anglo-Saxondom today thus 
comprises the entire covenant family 
of Israel. As the late Reader Harris 
wrote: “‘This truth disappoints no 
hopes, imperils no interests, damages 
no institutions, but is good tidings of 
great joy to all people.” 

But the men in the pulpits of Israel 
turn a deaf ear to the Word of the 
Holy Spirit. Despite this glorious reve- 
lation of the carefully hidden House of 
Israel, which Paul likens to life from 
the dead (Rom. 11: 25), the ministers 
of today, whom one might justly ex- 
pect to be the first and foremost to 
receive and gladly proclaim this God- 
glorifying and Bible-honoring truth, 
have on the contrary repudiated the 
honor of God and the truth of the 
Holy Spirit, preferring to cling pre- 
sumptuously to their own invention 
that God has failed, the Bible is wrong 
and the House of Israel, ordained by 
God to be the very heart and core of 
His Kingdom, must be counted a total 
loss. The Church, they say, their 
church, which repudiates the Word 
of the Holy Spirit, has taken the place 
of God’s ordained nation! The impious 
quality of this brazen insistence well 
nigh takes the breath away. Well did 
our Lord say of such as these: 


“If they hear not Moses and the proph- 
ets, neither will they be persuaded, though 
one rose from the dead.” (Luke 16: 31.) 

Our Lord, risen from the dead, re- 
buked His wavering followers with 
the words, “‘O fools, and slow of heart 
to believe all that the prophets have 
spoken” (Luke 24: 25). Yet the pos- 
sibility of their confused uncertainty 
can be in some measure understood, 
remembering the terrible stress of the 
days they had just passed through, and 
the fact that at that time the conviction 
and light-giving presence of the in- 
dwelling Holy Spirit had not yet been 
made available to every believer. 
Prior to Pentecost, only those specific 
holy men who were singled out for 
the purposes of God were able to re- 
ceive revelation. But what can be said 
of those shepherds of today, who have 
the agelong witness and testimony of 
these holy men of God, their every 
word guaranteed and confirmed to be 
inspired by the great apostles, besides 
the final Amen of the Holy Spirit to 
any sincerely questioning soul, yet who 
still cast aside the more sure Word in 
favor of their own unscriptural tradi- 
tions? There is only one thing that 
can be said for Jesus Christ has already 
said it: “It shall not be forgiven them, 
neither in this age, neither in the age 
to come.” 

Meanwhile, a broken, disillusioned 
people daily turn farther and farther 
from ‘“‘the faith once delivered to the 
saints,” for they can find no sustenance 
for their souls in the watered-down, 
perverted and lukewarm version of 
the Word of God which a guilty priest- 
hood offers to them in the guise of the 
powerful, living Word. Instinctively 
they realize that salvation is not the 
goal, the end of God’s purpose. It is 
an unfinished story which leaves them 
still adrift in a dark and crumbling 
civilization with no objective, no 
harbor in sight, either for themselves 
or for anyone else. They do not under- 
stand, for their ministers have not told 
them that salvation is only the means, 
the citizenship papers requisite for 
entrance into the Kingdom of God 
which is surely to be established on 
this earth under the reign of the Prince 
of Peace, upon whose shoulders the 
government shall rest (Isa. 9: 5-6). 

The men and women of Israel today 
have the right to know the whole 
counsel of God. Furthermore, it is im- 
perative that they be awakened to 
their true identity and responsibility 
before God, for before the Kingdom 
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can be revealed in its full power and 
glory, a humbled and chastened people 
must turn to their God in utter repent- 
ance and supplication. God has said: 

“T will yet for this be enquired of by the 
house of Israel, to do it for them.” (Ez. 
36: 37-) 

But a deceived and ignorant people 
are in no position to make such an 
inquiry of their God. Robbed of the 
truth that is their rightful heritage, 
truly they “stumble at noonday as in 
the night” (Isa. 59: 10). 

No longer is it a question of merely 
individual repentance. National re- 
pentance is the urgent need of today. 
It is the command of the Holy Spirit: 


“Therefore also now, saith the Lord, 
turn ye even to me with all your heart, and 
with fasting, and with weeping, and with 
mourning: And rend your heart, and not 
your garments, and turn unto the Lord 
your God: for he is gracious and merciful, 
slow to anger, and of great kindness, and 
repenteth him of the evil. . . . Blow the 
trumpet in Zion, sanctify a fast, call a 
solemn assembly: Gather the people, 
sanctify the congregation, assemble the 
elders, gather the children, and those that 
suck the breasts: let the bridegroom go 
forth of his chamber, and the bride out 
of her closet. Let the priests, the ministers 


of the Lord, weep between the porch and 
the altar, and let them say: Spare thy 
people, O Lord, and give not thine herit- 
age to reproach.” (Joel 2: 12-17.) 

Only God can adequately express 
the guilt of those who hold His sheep 
in blindness. The Holy Spirit has 
summed them up well through the 
Prophet Ezekiel: 


“Thus saith the Lord God unto the 
shepherds of Israel that do feed them- 
selves! Should not the shepherds feed the 
flocks? . . . The diseased have ye not 
strengthened, neither have ye healed that 
which was sick, neither have ye bound up 
that which was broken, neither have ye 
brought again that which was driven 
away, neither have ye sought that which 
waslost. . . . Mysheep wandered through 
all the mountains, and upon every high 
hill: yea, my flock was scattered upon all 
the face of the earth, and none did search 
or seek after them. . . . As I live, saith 
the Lord God, surely because my flock 
became a prey . . . because there was no 
shepherd, neither did my shepherds search 
for my flock, but the shepherds fed them- 
selves, and fed not my flock; Therefore, 
O ye shepherds, hear the word of the 
Lord; Thus saith the Lord God: Behold, 
I am against the shepherds; and I will 
require my flock at their hand.” (Ez. 34: 
2-10.) 


In contrast to these shameful shep- 
herds, and like beacon lights in the 
midnight darkness of these last days, 
shine forth those courageous ministers 
of God who, hearing the truth with 
open ears, have been “more noble 
than those in Thessalonica, in that 
they received the word with all readi- 
ness of mind, and searched the scrip- 
tures daily, whether those things were 
so” (Acts 17: 11). There was no hesi- 
tancy in their minds between mam- 
mon and God, between a mess of 
monetary pottage and their birth- 
right. More than one has left his pul- 
pit when forbidden to proclaim the 
glad tidings of the whole Word of 
God, and their message is going forth 
redoubled in power through faith in 
the living Word. To them the verdict 
will be: “Well done, thou good and 
faithful servant.” As for those who, 
through blind egotism or greed, still 
“shut up the Kingdom of Heaven 
against men: for ye neither go in your- 
selves, neither suffer ye them that are 
entering to go in” (Matt. 23: 19), it 
will be well for them to remember: 
“It is a fearful thing to fall into the 
hands of the living God” (Heb. 
10: 31). * 


Important Time-Period 





In ns BOOK, Light for the Last Days (1886 a.p.), H. Grattan 
Guinness states: 


“There can be no stages or differing dates for an instantaneous 
advent but there may be many stages in the work of bringing into 
order a rebel and ruined world. Just as an interval elapses be- 
tween the accession and coronation of an earthly monarch, so 
it may prove to be in this case, and the last of the dates in the 
series we are considering may mark, not the accession of the King, 
but rather the glad coronation after all enemies are subdued and 
all rebellion put down. For some years after he crossed the Jor- 
dan, Joshua was engaged in conquering Canaan, before he di- 
vided to the tribes their inheritance. David was King some years 
before he reigned over all Israel in Jerusalem. Solomon was on 
the throne some years before he dedicated his glorious temple. 
Human thought is unable to fashion for itself any rational con- 
ception of the progress of events after the second advent, though 
reason as well as revelation compel us to believe that crises of 
stupendous importance to Israel and to all the world must suc- 
ceed it. The restoration of Israel appears to be utterly incomplete 
before the advent, for some of its principal stages, as it is clearly 
stated in Scripture, will follow and not precede that event. To 
what point in their restoration these final dates lead, it is not for 
us to even suggest. We are only careful to guard against the as- 
sumption that the last of them must necessarily indicate the time 
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of the advent. On the other hand, it does seem as if one of the 
principal closing dates of the ““Times of the Gentiles” was not 
unlikely to bring that supreme event, and some gleams of light 
there are on this sacred subject which we may do well to note. 
The first nineteen or twenty years of Nebuchadnezzar, which 
witnessed all the stages of the fall of Judah before Babylon, were 
the main and terminal years of the captivity era. All that had 
gone before was only preparatory. . . . Hence during these 
nineteen years, especially from the important critical era, the 
rubicon of history was crossed at one or other of the crises in its 
course. They extended from B.c. 605 to B.c. 587 and the principal 
crisis was the fall of Jehoiachin in the eighth year of Nebuchad- 
nezzar, B.c. 598.” (Pages 339-341.) 

The prophetic importance of the A.D. years 1915, 1917, 
1923 and 1934 are then pointed out and events in this 
group of years have proved the accuracy of this forecast 
even to the taking of Jerusalem in 1917 A.D. Now, if there 
is a corresponding period of 19 years following these 
terminal dates of the Seven Times (2,520 years) from the 
era of Nebuchadnezzar, then the nineteen-year period 
after these dates is also important. The final date — 1934 
A.D. — is just 19 years before 1953 A.D., the terminal date 
of the consummation of the present age according to Great 
Pyramid chronology.

The Russian Question 


press and radio of the Soviet satellite states imme- 

diately interpreted the Moscow talks as a triumph 

of Soviet diplomacy — the Western Powers, it was 

said, having been forced to make an approach to Moscow. 

There are signs of apprehension amounting to deadly 
fear amongst those Germans who have refused to encour- 
age or acquiesce in Soviet policy or who have cooperated 
with the West lest they should be abandoned to the mercy 
of the Soviets as the result of a compromise. 

The facts of the situation are clear to any intelligent ob- 
server and we need not take up more space in discussing 
them. It is enough to repeat that all our information from 
and about Russia — political, economic and military — 
makes it ever clearer that a strong policy in 1948 could go 
far to remove the danger of a terrible World War ITI. 

The following report on Russia has been written ex- 
clusively for these pages by a great expert who speaks 
Russian and has recently had close contact with the Soviets: 

“The U.S.S.R. is in the hands of a small body of men, 
every incident of whose past lives has been scrutinized to 
ensure that they are genuinely loyal to Communism. They 
are fanatics, genuinely believing that it is their mission to 
evolve in the Soviet Union a perfect system of human 
existence on earth and to bring about, by some means or 
other, the acceptance of that same system by the rest of 
the world. 

“They do not believe that they have arrived at this per- 
fection yet, even in the Soviet Union. They do not even 
know for certain, and in full detail, exactly what the final 
state of affairs will be. But they are absolutely certain that 
they are on the right lines. What is even more important — 
they believe that progress towards their millennium is in- 
evitable to a point of being almost automatic. They do not 
believe in any continuation of human existence after phys- 
ical death on this planet. They particularly abhor and try 
to stamp out any theory or belief which is not supported 
by their idea of scientific proof. 

‘But are there important men among the very highest 
rulers and officials who really cherish in their inmost minds 
a mental picture of themselves as the future conquerors 
or rulers of the whole world? Undoubtedly there are such 
men. It is possible, however, that, with the examples of 
Napoleon, the Hohenzollerns, and Hitler before their eyes, 
they may not rashly take the plunge and so risk losing the 
very immense power which they now enjoy, until they are 
certain that the Soviet Union is militarily strong enough 
to carry World War III right through to its logical con- 
clusions, viz., the defeat and destruction of the U.S.A. 

‘The rulers well know that a world war will demand 
immense efforts from every fit Soviet citizen and that each 
individual’s output of war work will depend upon the 
popular attitude toward the war. The rulers know that 
Russia has been defeated in most of her wars when the 
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—_ had no interest in the war (¢.g., the Russo-Japanese 
war). 

**They know that, on the contrary, she has been victori- 
ous when the whole population felt the war to be just and 
necessary (¢.g., 1812 and 1941-45). It is to be expected, 
therefore, that when World War III breaks out, the Soviet 
rulers will stick at nothing during the preceding crisis to 
make it appear to their own people that the Fatherland is 
in danger, and that the war has been forced upon a peace- 
loving Soviet Union by Western aggression. 

**‘A disappointment to the Communist fanatic must be 
the present attitude of the masses towards religion. There 
is no doubt that Christianity has not only survived the 
persecutions but that its hold over the non-official masses 
is very strong indeed. 

“It is, of course, impossible for any Russian to be a 
member of the Communist Party and simultaneously be 
known as a believer. Thus, anybody who has ambitions to 
rise to a high position under the present government must 
make a public show of agnosticism or even hostility towards 
religion. 

‘The recent pose of relative toleration towards religion 
was probably dictated partly by the need to deal tactfully 
with the susceptibilities of minor nationalities, both Chris- 
tian and Moslem, within the Soviet Union and among the 
satellites. Once or twice recently there have been guarded 
references to Moscow as the third Rome, as the natural 
spiritual center of the Eastern Christian churches by virtue 
of being the traditional capital of Holy Russia. 

“‘It would be laughable to watch the center of atheistic 
Communism setting itself up in such a guise if it were not a 
serious matter. It remains to be seen to what extent the 
Eastern Christians will let themselves be fooled. 

*‘The population of the U.S.S.R. consists of overseers 
and slaves. The official classes are the overseers and.include 
higher officials of all services, directors of factories, direc- 
tors of kolhozes (and sovhozes). Under them come a class 
of slightly privileged slaves, the minor officials of all serv- 
ices, the foremen of factories, the so-called brigadiers of 
village communities, and so on. 

*“Then come the great masses of slaves, the rank and file 
of the services, the ordinary workers, whether in industry, 
agriculture, or elsewhere. Finally, rock bottom is reached 
with the twelve million or so slaves in concentration camps. 
These only differ in their degree of wretchedness from the 
‘free’ Soviet citizens. The former do not actually have to 
live behind barbed wire, otherwise there is no great differ- 
ence. 

“The U.S.S.R., in my opinion, is not yet ready for a 
world war. At present their policy is clear —to fish in 
troubled waters all over the world, ¢.g., Palestine, Burma, 
Malaya, Greece, China, Kashmir and Germany. It pays 
them, of course, to appear quite ready for a world war, 
because that tends to encourage appeasement on the part 
of the Western Powers. 

“It was certain that they would keep up the Berlin bluff

to the very last possible moment. If the Western Powers 
had remained 100 per cent firm, the Soviet would have 
climbed down at the last possible moment, perhaps sacri- 
ficing the man on the spot, Marshal Sokolovsky, as a 
scapegoat. The least giving way in this matter of Berlin 
was bound to encourage further aggression even more bla- 
tant, and so on progressively until the last worm will be 
forced to turn. | 

“The Polit Bureau is sufficiently realistic to know that 
this may happen sooner or later, so, while still exploiting 
the fifth column technique for all that it is worth, they are 
thrusting ahead with preparations for World War III. 
The whole economy of the country is geared to war prepa- 
rations almost to the complete exclusion of anything else. 

**The international danger point may, therefore, be ex- 
pected about a year after a definite halt has been called by 
the Western Powers to all further non-shooting aggres- 
sion.” 


Trouble in Czechoslovakia 


Underneath the comparative political quiet of harvest 
time significant events are pending. A crisis is brewing in 
the Communist Party; drastic agrarian reforms are being 
planned, despite official denials; an underground move- 
ment is beginning to stir; and ominous military prepara- 
tions are being made. 

Our previous reports of difficulties inside the Czech 
Communist Party are being confirmed. It has now been 
announced that there is to be a thorough screening of all 
Party members. A definite rift is appearing. Gottwald did 
not want to be President. He was made so to get him out 
of the way. 

The purge will be directed against the “‘moderate” 
Communists and among the first victims will probably be 
Gottwald, Clementis, the Foreign Minister, and Nosek, 
Minister of the Interior. 

An underground movement is developing. It must be 
remembered that both Czechs and Slovaks have genera- 
tions of experience of this sort of thing. Not only is a strong 
whispering campaign making progress but printed propa- 
ganda is being distributed by night. Leaflets are mostly 
roneo-ed and are undoubtedly edited in the country itself. 

Military preparations are unmistakable. Since July both 
the Skoda and Tatra works have switched to war produc- 
tion. On orders from Moscow the manufacture of civilian 
cars has been changed to military vehicles — mostly a new 
type of jeep used by the Soviet army. In all the principal 
towns extensive anti-aircraft defenses are being organized. 
All essential industries and offices will be equipped for im- 
mediate blackout by September 1st. At the same time the 
new ARP force will be ready. These preparations go far 
beyond any normal peace-time precautions. 

The Situation in Austria 

The general situation shows a lull after the sensation 
caused by the Russian kidnappings of Austrian officials. 
Generals Kourassov and Zheltov have had orders to await 
developments in Berlin. 

The prestige of the Western Powers has suffered severely 
from their abandonment of the kidnapped police inspec- 
tor, Marek, to the M.V.D. They had said that they would 
press for his return at all costs. The Austrian government 
is very disheartened by the discovery that strong words do 
not always mean decisive action. 
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This discouragement is not lessened by the failure of the 
Western Allies to prevent Russians from arming the stead- 
ily expanding Communist factory guards. The factories 
are also arms depots and one of our observers has seen 
German light tanks and artillery in one of them. 

Training of the factory guards has been speeded up. 
Since June there has been a great deal of extra recruiting 
and the Russians have abandoned any concealment of 
their supervision of training. There is also the Black Bri- 
gade; a crack force of only about 1,500 men trained on 
Commando lines for quick action. 

The Austrian government has very few armed forces 
and the Russians having control of the first district of 
Vienna, in which are all the government offices, the Com- 
munists Can seize power as soon as they decide that the 
time is propitious. 

A Report from Hungary 

The Hungarian people have every reason to share the 
apprehensions of their neighbors. 

Since early July there have been marked concentrations 
of Soviet air forces in the general area of southern Hungary 
and southern Roumania. The fifth air army, with head- 
quarters at Arad, now has between 2,000 and 2,500 air- 
craft in this area. 

Religious persecution, about which we published a re- 
port last month, is reaching its final stages. Cardinal Mind- 
szenthy, still fighting courageously, is the symbol of re- 
sistance. But his supporters are being systematically 
thinned out by the political police. In the prison of Sopron- 
KGhida alone there are 600 victims, mostly priests. 

Latin America 

Soviet agents, directed from headquarters in Mexico 
and Guatemala, have been ordered to concentrate their 
activities on the Pacific coast from Alaska right down to 
Chile. 

Communist influences in Colombia have been growing 
since the Bogota incident of last April. A Communist coup 
is not impossible. Having both an Atlantic and a Pacific 
coastline and dominating the Panama Canal, Colombia is 


of great strategic importance. 
Some Facts About Spain 


Most of the ruins of the civil war have been replaced by 
modern, sanitary and pleasant looking villages. Most of 
the people are well dressed. Some are in rags — often due 
more to indolence than to unavoidable poverty. The shops 
are well and attractively stocked. 

The basis of Spanish foreign policy is fear of Commu- 
nism. Suggestions that Spain would be neutral in the event 
of a war between the Western Powers and Russia are 
thoroughly ill informed. Spain strongly resents the attitude 
of the Western Powers and makes no secret of it. But if 
there is a war with the Soviets Spain will fight on the side 
of the West. All propaganda to the contrary should be 
entirely discounted.

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The Temple of the Holy Spirit 


AUL INFORMS Us that the carnal 

mind is hostile to God and not 

willing to yield to the require- 
ments of the Law of the Lord. Because 
this is so, those who are enslaved to the 
desires of the flesh cannot please God. 
Referring to the true followers of our 
Lord, Paul states they are not sensual 
but spiritual, if indeed the Spirit of 
Christ dwells within them. In order to 
emphasize this Paul declares that any- 
one who does not possess the Spirit of 
Christ does not belong to Him (Rom. 
8: 7-9). Thus, the body of the individ- 
ual who is a Christian is the dwelling 
place of the Holy Spirit. Therefore, the 
Christian’s body is not his own to use 
and abuse at will. Because it has be- 
come the Holy Spirit’s dwelling, it is 
consecrated to the service of the Lord 
and every Christian must so command 
his body that it may become a fit 
place for the Holy Spirit to reside. 


Consecrated Things 


A perfect analogy exists in the dedi- 
cation of inanimate objects to the serv- 
ice of the Lord. Men construct build- 
ings for different purposes: some for 
homes, others as a place of trade where 
commercial transactions are carried 
on, still others are devoted to enter- 
tainment and pleasure. But cathedrals, 
temples and church edifices are set 
apart from other structures made by 
men so that they may be consecrated to 
religious services. When such a place 
is used for secular purposes, it is con- 
sidered to have been desecrated or 
profaned. Even the ungodly recognize 
this so Soviet Russia has turned build- 
ings formerly used for the worship of 
God into every kind of use that would 
degrade and desecrate them in the 
eyes of Christian people. 

The misuse of temple furnishings 
and sacred vessels is considered a dese- 
cration of those articles. The classic 
example of such desecration is fur- 
nished us in the scene at Belshazzar’s 
feast when he brought the sacred ves- 
sels of the Temple into the banquet 
hall. Thus, a building and its furnish- 
ings which have been dedicated to the 
service of the Lord are set apart or 
holy unto Him. The Bible abounds

with evidence to sustain this assertion. 
One instance will suffice to demon- 
strate this point. When two hundred 
and fifty men who had offered incense 
before the Lord were destroyed by fire 
because of their rebellion, the Lord 
gave a command to Moses: 


“Speak unto Eleazar the son of Aaron 
the priest, that he take up the censers out 
of the burning, and scatter thou the fire 
yonder; for they are hallowed.” (Num. 


16: 37.) 
Set Apart 


Out of the metal of these censers 
broad plates were made for a covering 
for the altar. The account states that 
because they had been offered before 
the Lord they were hallowed or sacred. 
If this can be said of an inanimate 
object like a building, vessels in the 
building and those censers, how much 
more can it be said of an individual 
who has consecrated himself to the 
Lord by becoming a Christian. Such 
a one has set himself apart to serve the 
Lord first and in so doing is conse- 
crated to his work whatever it is. This 
should be the position of all Christians, 
whether in business or other secular 
pursuits or in the specific work of 
proclaiming the gospel for, having ac- 
cepted Jesus Christ as their personal 
Saviour, they are consecrated to His 
service. Furthermore, when the Spirit 
of the Lord takes up His abode with 
them their bodies become the temple 
of the Holy Spirit. This is very im- 
portant and it would be well if all 
Christians, without any reservation 
whatever, would recognize the tre- 
mendous importance of their responsi- 
bility to God as a result of the new 
relationship to Him when His Spirit 
dwells within them. The worldly man 
does as he pleases with his body, often 
to his own damnation, but the Chris- 
tian must use his as a vehicle of expres- 
sion for the Spirit who dwells within 
so that the purposes of the Lord may 
go forward. Paul had in mind the im- 
portance of keeping the body undefiled 
when he said: 

“Know ye not that ye are the temple of 
God, and that the Spirit of God dwelleth 
in you? If any man defile the temple of 


God, him shall God destroy; for the temple 
of God is holy, which temple ye are.” 
(I Cor. 3: 16-17.) 


Defiling the Temple 


Words could not be stronger or 
their meaning more clear, yet thou- 
sands of the members of our churches 
seem to be wholly unacquainted with 
this admonition, for in many of the 
things they allow themselves to do they 
are daily defiling the temple of the 
Holy Spirit. It cannot be argued that 
because the Spirit of the Lord is not 
dwelling within certain specified per- 
sons they are free, therefore, from the 
charge of defilement. From the incep- 
tion of the creation of man, God’s ulti- 
mate objective has been that all per- 
sons may eventually become vehicles 
of expression through whom the Spirit 
of the Lord may operate. The fact 
that certain ones have not become the 
abode of His Spirit indicates that they 
have so defiled the temple that the 
Holy Spirit cannot take up His resi- 
dence with them. The Spirit of the 
Lord will not enter a defiled temple or, 
having taken up His abode there, re- 
main long when that dwelling place 
becomes unfit for His further habita- 
tion. 


Abstinence Required 
What, then, does God require of 


men and what constitutes defile:ment 
of the temple of the Holy Spirit? One 
thing is certain: every Christian who 
has accepted Jesus Christ as his per- 
sonal Saviour is required to so live 
that he may have continued health. 
keeping his body free from all defile- 
ment through excesses of any kin! or 
the use of stimulants, drugs and nar- 
cotics. Anything that will in any way 
impair or destroy the normal, hea!ihy 
functions of the body, or that is in- 
jurious to the physical or mental well- 
being of the individual, must be 
avoided if the temple of the Spivzit is 
to remain undefiled. Even in the t!.ings 
we are bidden to do, there must be 
moderation in their use: 


“Know ye not that they which run in a 
race run all, but one receiveth the prize? 
So run, that ye may obtain. And every 
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man that striveth for the mastery is tem- 
perate in all things. Now they do it to 
obtain a corruptible crown; but we an 
incorruptible. I therefore so run, not as un- 
certainly; so fight, not as one that beateth 
the air: But I keep under my body, and 
bring it into subjection: lest that by any 
means, when I have preached to others, 
I myself should be a castaway.”’ (I Cor. 9: 
24-27.) 


Excesses of all kinds are harmful and 
there are some things which are by 
their nature harmful regardless of the 
degree of indulgence. It is impossible 
for one to be temperate in breaking the 
law, or moderate in taking poisons 
into his system. Every degree of law 
violation is subject to judgment and 
the use of poison in any form to stimu- 
late the body or mind defiles the 
temple of the Holy Spirit. Yet we have 
heard men excuse their harmful habits, 
contending they are moderate in their 
indulgences, wholly failing to realize 
they are destroying their health just 
as surely, even though they do it by 
degrees over a period of time. 


Dedicated to Service 


God needs individuals who possess 
physical vigor, mental alertness and 
abounding health, who are the re- 
cipients of the Holy Spirit, through 
whom He may carry out His pur- 
poses. These individuals, having dedi- 
cated themselves to His service, will 
prepare their bodies to be a dwelling 
place for the Spirit. In order to make 
that preparation complete, it is essen- 
tial to take all the teachings of the 
Scriptures into account: 

‘All scripture is given by inspiration of 
God, and is profitable for doctrine, for 
reproof, for correction, for instruction in 
righteousness: That the man of God may 
be perfect, throughly furnished unto all 
good works.”’ (II Tim. 3: 16-17.) 


Let it be noted that Paul says all — 
not just the New Testament — so in- 
structions in righteousness would in- 
clude a knowledge of the law and its 
requirements, which is given first in 
the Old Testament. Under the law 
definite rules are laid down for our 
health. No genuine Christian can af- 
ford to ignore these rules of health if he 
desires to keep his body from being 
defiled. Moses said to Israel: 


“Thou art an holy people unto the Lord 
thy God, and the Lord hath chosen thee 
to be a peculiar people unto himself, 
above all the nations that are upon the 
earth. Thou shalt not eat any abominable 


thing.”’ (Deut. 14: 2-3.) 
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Abominable Things 


Surely all those who wish to be 
without condemnation must be as 
particular about their diet as God 
required of our Israel forefathers. Fol- 
lowing the statement that we must 
eat no abominable thing are lists of 
the meats, fowl and fish we are per- 
mitted to eat and forbidden to eat. 
While these laws do not directly per- 
tain to personal salvation, their ob- 
servance does directly contribute to 
a healthy body, making it a fit temple 
for the indwelling Holy Spirit. Daniel 
was specially blessed because he re- 
fused to defile his body by eating 
abominable things and the story of 
Daniel’s life reveals that he secured 
an even greater reward than bodily 
health for, having successfully met the 
test he was subjected to by living in 
Babylon’s court, he became a man 
greatly beloved and received marvel- 
ous revelations from God.* The laws 
of diet were given by God so that His 
people might be free from the sickness 
and suffering of the peoples around 
them. Even a moderate violation of 
those laws is prohibited. Not only has 
He given us laws pertaining to the 
meats we may and may not eat but 
other laws are given covering hygiene, 
sanitation and other matters related 
to health, all of which are essential to 
our physical and mental well-being. 


A Living Sacrifice 


It is not the purpose here to list all 
the modern indulgences that would 
come under condemnation as injuri- 
ous to health, which impair normal 
bodily functions to the extent that 
they defile the temple of the Holy 
Spirit. With hardly an exception ev- 
ery individual is fully aware of the 
injurious effects of the indulgences he 
permits. Popularity in such pursuits in 
no way detracts from the serious ef- 
fect they have upon a person’s health, 
the curtailment of mental alertness 
and the dulling of spiritual perception. 
However, high on the list of these mod- 
ern indulgences, and showing a tre- 
mendous universal increase in their 
use in the last two decades, are in- 
toxicating liquors and tobacco. It is 
useless for their advocates to try to 
defend their use, for every unbiased 
report definitely shows their harmful 
effects upon the human system. All

who indulge in their use, and are en- 
slaved by them, will, if truthful, ad- 
mit this fact to be true. Modern ad- 
vertizing, misleading and dishonest, 
seeks to beguile the public into believ- 
ing otherwise. But Paul’s words should 
be remembered when passing upon 
such habits. He said: 


“I beseech you therefore, brethren, by 
the mercies of God, that ye present your 
bodies a living sacrifice, holy, acceptable 
unto God, which is your reasonable serv- 
ice.”” (Rom. 12: 1.) 


A sacrifice, in order to be acceptable 
to God, must be perfect, entirely with- 
out blemish. It is this standard of 
perfect obedience that Paul sets before 
the Christian and to which he must 
attain in order to have the full blessing 
of the indwelling Spirit. Continuing, 
Paul declares we are not to conform 
with the world and be molded by its 
opinions. Instead we are to be trans- 
formed by the renewing of our minds 
and thus be able to understand the 
will of God and know what is good, 
acceptable and perfect in His sight. 

We are reminded of an incident 
related to us by the late Dr. William 
Pascoe Goard. He was taking one of 
his early morning walks through St. 
James Park in London, England one 
day when a man came up to him and 
said, “I am Jesus Christ.”” This man 
was one among many similarly-de- 
luded individuals who today are lay- 
ing claim to being what they are not. 
Dr. Goard, looking the man straight 
in the eye, replied: “When I meet my 
Lord and Saviour He will not be 
smoking a cigarette!’ The man, re- 
pulsed, slunk away. Dr. Goard’s ap- 
praisal of our Lord’s refusal to indulge 
in habit-forming vices detrimental to 
individual health brings to mind the 
Biblical instructions that as Christians 
we should strive to be like Him, fol- 
lowing Him as our Example in all 
things we elect to do. 


Presumptuous 


Do not misunderstand; we are not 
saying that those who do these things 
cannot be saved. But we are certain 
that when the facts are borne home to 
them, and they become definitely 
aware that what they do is injurious 
to the health of body, mind and spirit, 
they must immediately rectify the 
situation. This can only be done by 
refraining from such indulgences. The 
alternative is to become presumptuous 
by refusing to do so when the knowl- 
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edge of the ill effects of their self-gratifi- 
cation upon the temple of the Holy 
Spirit becomes known. Then, too, it 


is well to remember that we are ad-@ 


monished to build upon the foundation 
laid by Jesus Christ and that if any 
man’s work abide which he does build 
thereupon he will receive a reward. 
But if that work is worthless, it will be 
lost, though he may himself be saved, 
as Paul puts it, “‘yet so as by fire” (I 
Cor. 3: 15). 


Crucifying the Flesh 


It is an easy thing to drift with the 
crowd but it takes character and a will 
controlled by the Spirit of God to 
stem the tide toward futility where 
one’s own personal life is concerned. 
Jesus said: 

“If any man will come after me, let him 
deny himself, and take up his cross, and 
follow me. For whosoever will save his 
life shall lose it: and whosoever will lose 
his life for my sake shall find it. For what 
is a man profited, if he shall gain the whole 
world, and lose his own soul? Or what shall 
a man give in exchange for his soul? For 
the Son of man shall come in the glory of 
his Father with his angels; and then he 
shall reward every man according to his 
works.’ (Matt. 16: 24-27.) 


Paul clearly summed up the situa- 
tion for every Christian when he said: 

“And they that are Christ’s have cru- 
cified the flesh with the affections and 
lusts. If we live in the Spirit, let us also 
walk in the Spirit.’ (Gal. 5: 24-25.) 


Because of the urgency for everyone 
to heed the admonition to keep and 
obey God’s commandments, Paul de- 
clared: 

“Happy is he that condemneth not 
himself in that thing which he alloweth.” 
(Rom. 14: 22.) 


Greatest of all Rewards 


The prize for which we strive is so 
great that the essential costs which 
must be paid for its attainment are 
infinitesimal in comparison with the 
glory which will be ours if we win the 
race set before us. Thousands of men 
and women who have aecepted Jesus 
Christ as their personal Saviour are 
still unmindful of the greatest of all 
prizes. Eternal life is given all who 
believe on Him, for this is the Divine 
promise. But above and beyond the 
attainment of eternal life is the reward 
of immortality to be given to the over- 
comers only: 

“Behold, I stand at the door, and 
knock: if any man hear my voice, and 
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open the door, I will come in to him, and 
will sup with him, and he with me. To him 
that overcometh will I grant to sit with me 
in my throne, even as I also overcame, and 
am set down with my Father in his throne.”’ 
(Rev. 3: 20-21.) 

Few in comparison to the many who 
attain to eternal life will secure this 
greatest of all rewards. This is reserved 
for those who have overcome the world 
and its temptations and evils. Then, 
pressing onward, they have engaged 
in the greatest of all struggles and have 
gained the victory over self. While the 
individual who is a Christian will se- 
cure citizenship in the Kingdom of 
God, it is the overcomers who will 
reign with the King in His Kingdom. * 
This is confirmed by Jesus Christ in 
His message through John: 

“He that overcometh shall inherit all 
things; and I will be his God, and he shall 
be my son.” (Rev. 21: 7.) 


How foolish indeed, m the light of 
Scriptural revelation, are multitudes 
of church members who are failing to 
strive that they may attain to this pre- 
ferred position. Jesus informs us that 
in the Kingdom there will be many 
who will occupy places of obscurity 
(Matt. 5:19) because they let slip 
from their grasp the supreme heritage. 
Those who find themselves in posses- 
sion of the greatest inheritance of all 
will be glad they were “tried” and 
“purified” (Dan. 12:10), though at 
the time the way seemed difficult and 
the testing almost approached the limit 
of human endurance. Let us, never- 
theless, strive to be masters of our- 
selves so that we may not miss this 
higher calling.

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THE SEASON OF RIPENING TARES 


By REV. CLAUD COFFIN 


MANY PEOPLE ARE very gravely concerned at the blatant 
way in which evil in its manifold forms is parading itself 
in the social life of the country. The general verdict tends 
towards the view that there is a pronounced increase of 
wrongdoing just at the time when it was hoped that things 
were moving in the opposite direction. It is easy to at- 
tribute it to the fact that a protracted series of war years, 
with their abnormal conditions and the loosening of home 
ties and influences, always tend to the relaxation of ac- 
cepted moral standards and sanctions, although this in 
itself constitutes no excuse for wrongdoing. But is it true 
that our nation is today more evil than in previous years 
and that sin has a firmer grip on our people than it had on 
earlier generations? Are the fears of those who affirm that 
we have lowered our moral and social standards of the 
past justified? True it is that at this present time one has 
no need to search for evil; it just meets one everywhere, 
and what is not personally noticed is served up for us in 
the daily news reports of transgression in almost every 
sphere. There is no need to recite the sordid list epitomized 
in the police and divorce court proceedings day by day, 
but rather to ask what it all means, what it indicates and 
what it has to say to us. 

Surely the explanation is to be found in our Lord’s 
Kingdom parables which so clearly depict the world condi- 
tions in which we find ourselves at present. We are at the 
“end of the age” and, in consequence, witnessing the 
things indicated as characterizing that particular period 
of world history. Among the age-end signs evil would be 
more clearly defined and recognizable. In particular, the 
parable of the tares mingled with the good seed gives a 
picture of the world with which we are familiar: 


“Another parable put he forth unto them, saying, The king- 
dom of heaven is likened unto a man which sowed good seed in 
his field: But while men slept, his enemy came and sowed tares 
among the wheat, and went his way. But when the blade was 
sprung up, and brought forth fruit, then appeared the tares also. 
So the servants of the householder came and said unto him, Sir, 
didst not thou sow good seed in thy field? from whence then 
hath it tares? He said unto them, An enemy hath done this. The 
servants said unto him, Wilt thou then that we go and gather 
them up? But he said, Nay; lest while ye gather up the tares, ye 
root up also the wheat with them. Let both grow together until 
the harvest: and in the time of harvest I will say to the reapers, 
Gather ye together first the tares, and bind them in bundles to 
burn them: but gather the wheat into my barn.” (Matt. 13: 
24-30.) 

The “‘good seed” and the “‘tares” are defined as “‘the 
children of the Kingdom” and “the children of the Evil 
One,” growing together until the harvest. Until the har- 
vest time no separation was to be attempted, the reason 
being that only when fully ripened can the tares be un- 
questionably discernible for what they in reality are. This 
is exactly what is taking place: the ripening of the tares is 
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making them more prominently evident as of evil origin 
although actually within the sphere of the Kingdom of 
God — in it but not of it. They stand self-revealed and 
self-declared to be what they are and await the advent of 
those angelic ministers who are to “gather them out of 
His Kingdom” in due course. 

While expecting a growth and increase of what is good 
and right, some have overlooked the fact that it has its 
parallel and counterpart in what is evil. The Kingdom of 
God, in its latter-day phases, has not within it so much 
an increase of evil as a maturity of evil which makes it more 
discernible. 

In the earlier, former-day economy of the Israel realm, 
evil also manifested itself and was summarily dealt with 
under a detailed penal code. Today there is the tendency 
to discriminate between lawlessness and lawlessness ac- 
cording to the sphere in which it operates. We imprison or 
execute a criminal in the secular or social sphere, while 
overlooking or even condoning the same lawlessness in the 
spiritual or ecclesiastical sphere. Our responsible adminis- 
trators in jurisprudence appear to be either indifferent to 
or ignorant of the fact that lawbreakers in matters spiritual 
are just as guilty as those where secular matters are con- 
cerned and should, without discrimination, be dealt with 
as summarily. In the sight of God “rebellion” against His 
laws is “‘as the sin of witchcraft, and stubbornness [self- 
will] is as iniquity and idolatry.” Today ecclesiastical tares 
are Clearly showing themselves with unblushing daring 
and effrontery in the Church, and are condoned by the 
administrators of ecclesiastical law. 

Israel-Britain is a Protestant realm in which only a 
Protestant Church legally has the support of the State. 
In spite of this the law is being openly broken and high 
ecclesiastical appointments are being made which give 
authority to lawbreakers and thus, subtly and deliber- 
ately, by condoning idolatry, undermine the Protestant 
faith of Israel. The position of Britain as the focal center of 
world Protestantism is being jeopardized at the most cri- 
tical period of her existence, that of the imminent second 
advent of Jesus Christ, Israel’s Redeemer and King. 

All this too has its place among the ripening tares and 
will find its eventual and final adjustment when the tares 
are removed, as they most surely will be, whether secular 
or religious. We await the fulfillment of the promise: 


“The Son of man shall send forth his angels, and they shall 
gather out of his kingdom all things that offend, and them which 
do iniquity.” (Matt. 13: 41.) 

Dr. Weymouth renders the last phrase of the verse, “‘All 
who violate His laws.” Thus, though evil appears to gather 
strength and power in our midst in spite of the voice we 
raise in protest, we need not be despondent. For our part 
we have the sure knowledge, since God’s Word is true, 
that Israel will be cleansed of all evil. 
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Respectable Fronts for 
Unclean Spirits 


ARK’s Gospel is a remarkable 
M achievement in forthright re- 
porting. There are no ex- 
amples of circumlocution in the sec- 
ond Gospel. Mark wastes no time on 
unimportant incidents and details. 
With a sense of urgency and an amaz- 
ing economy of words he sets down 
the essential elements “of the gospel 
of Jesus Christ, the Son of God.” 

Mark uses only twenty verses of his 
first chapter to introduce his theme 
and state these significant facts: the 
coming and work of John the Baptist 
as foretold by Malachi and Isaiah; 
the baptism and temptation of Jesus; 
the beginning of Jesus’ ministry and 
His selection of Peter, Andrew, James 
and John as His disciples. Beginning, 
then, with verse 21, Mark relates the 
following story: 

“And they went into Capernaum; and 
straightway on the sabbath day he entered 
into the synagogue, and taught. And they 
were astonished at his doctrine: for he 
taught them as one that had authority, 
and not as the scribes. And there was in 
their synagogue a man with an unclean 
spirit; and he cried out, Saying, Let us 
alone; what have we to do with thee, thou 
Jesus of Nazareth? Art thou come to 
destroy us? I know thee who thou art, the 
Holy One of God. And Jesus rebuked him, 
saying, Hold thy peace, and come out of 
him. And when the unclean spirit had 
torn him, and cried with a loud voice, he 
came out of him. And they were all 
amazed, insomuch that they questioned 
among themselves, saying, What thing is 
this? What new doctrine is this? For with 
authority commandeth he even the un- 
clean spirits, and they do obey him.” 
(Mark 1: 21-27.) 


Observe here how quickly Mark 
gets to Jesus’ conflict with Satan — 
a warfare which began in heaven and 
is yet to end on earth. The main 
objective of our Lord’s mission, the 
underlying cause which motivated His 
every word and act, is stated in I John 
3: 8: 

“He that committeth sin is of the devil; 
for the devil sinneth from the beginning. 
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By C. R. DICKEY 


For this purpose the Son of God was 
manifested, that he might destroy the 
works of the devil.” 


Mark understood this truth and had 
a correct sense of values which is too 
rarely found in our day. He believed 
in putting first things first; therefore, 
his initial account of a day in Jesus’ 
ministry tells of the casting out of an 
unclean spirit. “And there was in 
their synagogue a man with an un- 
clean spirit.” Narrating the same 
event, Luke 4: 33 states, “in. the syna- 
gogue there was a man, which had a 
spirit of an unclean devil.” 

Perhaps we should point out the 
fact that a man in this state is no 
longer his own master, because the 
unclean spirit always possesses the 
man, and even presumes to speak for 
him. Furthermore, “unclean devils” 
have a decided preference for people 
who can provide them with respect- 
able fronts. The man in our story, 
sitting quietly in the synagogue, en- 
abled the unclean spirit to mingle 
freely in an atmosphere of piety and 
respectability. Only Jesus suspected 
the presence of an unholy spirit, until 
the intruder startled the congregation 
by crying out: “Let us alone; what 
have we to do with thee, thou Jesus 
of Nazareth? Art thou come to destroy 
us? I know thee who thou art, the 
Holy One of God.” This man had a 
dual personality: one part of him 
yearned for God and sought Him in 
the sanctuary; another part of him 
was dismayed by the nearness of God’s 
presence in His Son. 

It is not the purpose here to discuss 
the nature of demon possession as we 
find it in the New Testament, yet it 
may not be amiss to mention it briefly 
because of the disagreement among 
theologians on this subject. From sev- 
eral sources examined it will suffice to 
quote the paragraph which seems to 
give the most logical and satisfying 
explanation of the matter. It is found 
in The Preacher’s Homiletic Commentary, 
Mark, page 33: 


“Demoniac possession is not an organic 
or bodily disorder, a kind of hallucination 
or mental alienation, or one of the nervous 
affections, as rationalists critics have pre- 
tended in defiance of the Scripture; it is a 
particular condition of the mind, a psycho- 
logical disorder. The presence of a demon 
in certain men neither absorbs nor yet 
destroys their personality. The individ- 
uality is indestructible and inviolable. 
God Himself, who could destroy every- 
thing, destroys nothing and does not allow 
destruction. The most violent Satanic ac- 
tion only affects the organic and lower 
faculties, the imagination and the senses 
of the unfortunate victims; their freewill 
may be enchained for a moment, but only 
when voluntarily surrendered. The man 
possessed of a demon is under the dominion 
of a spirit which tyrannizes over him, 
suspends or fetters his liberty, deprives him 
of the normal control of his body and 
limbs, speaks by his mouth and deranges 
his feelings. The abnormal state of his 
faculties is not due to an unhealthy con- 
dition of the brain or to organic distur- 
bances; it is born of the violent and dis- 
turbing action of a superior will; it is a 
result and not a cause. Hence the healing 
of one possessed is beyond the power of 
medicine; it can only be effected by the 
moral influence of one spirit on another.” 
(Didon.) 


It is true, the writer admits, that 
actual illness sometimes accompanies 
demon possession, especially paralysis 
of certain senses and convulsions; 
“but,” he adds, “‘we have no authority 
to confound these maladies with the 
possession itself. All that we can say, 
after the closest examination of the 
texts, is that the mischief introduced 
into the organic life of the victim may 
have been originated by the violent 
action of the spirit which tormented 
him: so intimate is the connection be- 
tween mind and body, that organic 
disturbances lead to mental troubles, 
just as mental troubles engender or- 
ganic disorders.” 

Dr. S. R. Maitland suggests that 
these evil spirits or demons, thus rep- 
resented as wandering on the earth, 
are the impure spirits who left their 
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own habitations, and is inclined to 
believe that their uncleanness relates 
to their mixed nature — not purely 
human, or purely angelic. Whatever 
the exact nature of these spirits may 
be, we do know they are the servants 
of Satan, always ready to defile those 
who would follow Christ. They are 
characterized by their quick recogni- 
tion of God’s Son; by a wild fear of 
His power over them; and by their 
reaction to His holiness, which lashes 
their unholiness “into a paroxysm of 
mingled despair and hate.” 

The presence of unclean spirits is a 
very real danger in the path of those 
who go out to labor in the Lord’s 
vineyard. If your intention is to wit- 
ness for Christ and proclaim the Gos- 
pel of His Kingdom, the evil spirits 
will know where you are; they will 
seek ways to mislead you and use you 
as a respectable front for deceptive 
movements and organizations; they 
will try to corrupt your message; by 
lying and confusion they will attempt 
to enlist you on the wrong side of 
public issues; and, in a careless 
moment, they will entice you into 
some situation that will injure your 
reputation and cause people to ques- 
tion your moral and spiritual integrity. 
Eternal vigilance is essential armor for 
a servant of the Lord. 

Alas, the “unclean devil” is not 
only in the pew of the sanctuary, he is 
to be found sometimes in the pulpit 
disguised in clerical robes, speaking 
blasphemous words against the Lord 
Jesus and His Holy Word. These alien 
spirits delight especially to find lodging 
in popular pastors and professors who 
appeal to the intelligentsia. Here are 
some samples of their infiltration into 
the pulpit and divinity schools: 


*‘Jesus in his conception of nature, in his 
apparent belief in a personal devil and in 
his acceptance of the Jewish tradition 
regarding the origin and authorship of the 
Jewish Scriptures, showed himself in many 
respects a son of his age and race.” 

*‘No intelligent mind can possibly enter 
into demonology as a comprehensive cate- 
gory for human sin and misery... . 
Having frankly recognized the outgrown 
nature of the category we need not be 
troubled by it when we read the Bible. 
What we should seek to understand is the 
abiding experience.” 

“The Logos involved the central asser- 
tion that God can come into the world 
which he has made and into man his child. 
This was the category which the New 
Testament used, not only in the Fourth 
Gospel but in a disguised form in the 
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Epistle to the Hebrews and in the great 
Christological passages in Paul. Jesus was 
essentially the forthgoing of God himself 
into his world. This philosophical approach 
to the understanding of Jesus is less con- 
genial with our modern minds. . . . The 
modern mind often feels positive and 
indignant aversion against such theological 
construing of the Master.” 

‘The devil is the ghost of primitive men 
and God is the unborn life of the world that is 
yet to be. . . . I do not believe that the 
religion of tomorrow will have any more 
place for petition than it will have for any 
other form of magic.” 

“Righteousness cannot be ‘imputed.’ It 
must be achieved.” 

*‘Jesus was not like some prince from a 
royal household sent to an outlying prov- 
ince with a tacit understanding that the 
laws were to be suspended for his royalty 
and that deference must be shown him. 
. . » He had no mysterious stock of grace 
to draw on in emergencies to sustain him 
above common men.” 

“No defensible doctrine of revelation 
could guarantee the validity of belief of an 
absolute foreknowledge of all events which 
lie in the bosom of the future. . . . Apart 
from the universe God is unconceivable. 
. . - There is no beyond, no heaven re- 
moved from the world as a dwelling-place 
for the divine. . . . To hold that super- 
natural revelation communicates truth 
which is otherwise inaccessible to the 
reason is to allege an impossible definition 
of reason and revelation.” 

“In the nature of the world as we know 
it, there is not a single thing which argues 
for an absolute beginning of its existence. 
The ultimate constituents of being are 
eternal. . . . The ultimate question is per- 
haps not so much whether a Being so 
defined is personal, as whether such a 
Being exists. . . . There is no such reality 
as an undifferentiated universal. The One 
exists only in and through the Many 
[that is, Mankind]. ...So far as the 
ends are concerned which make for per- 
sonality, God is as impotent without man 
as man is impotent without God.” 


There is no need to mince matters: 
only unclean spirits speak that kind of 
language; yet these statements were 
taken from the writings of preachers 
and theological professors who enjoy 
great prestige and influence at the 
present time. Some of us have seen the 
“positive and indignant aversion” of 
the “modern mind” — to which one 
writer referred — express itself against 
the teachings of the Holy Spirit. We 
have watched their faces flame with 
fury at the mention of some Christian 
doctrine like the Lord’s return, just 
as rage and hatred registered on the 
face of the demon-possessed man in 
Mark’s story. 


With these men there is no Spirit of 
God as commonly understood. There- 
fore, they explain conversion and other 
Christian experiences as psychic re- 
actions. One prominent theologian, 
in accounting for the causes of a sense 
of sin, tells us that “‘hysteria and 
other nervous and circulatory dis- 
orders are common causes.” Then he 
rambles on with the following amazing 
observations: 


‘In a certain sense the religious life is 
an irradiation of the reproductive instinct. 
. . « The expression, “The word of the 
Lord came unto me,’ represents experience 
common to automatism, trances, etc., in 
primitive religions. Paul was probably a 
neurotic; Augustine a sensualist with a 
highly developed nervous temperament. 
It is apparent that there were very special 
reasons for their dramatic conversions.” 


Luke, writing under the inspiration 
of the Holy Spirit, relates a_post- 
resurrection event of our Lord’s meet- 
ing with two friends on the Emmaus 
road, and declares that He began at 
Moses and all the prophets and “ex- 
pounded unto them in all the scrip- 
tures the things concerning himself.” 
Notwithstanding Luke’s declaration, a 
star professor in a sophisticated di- 
vinity school, commenting on the Em- 
maus episode in one of his books, has 
this to say: 

“Every miracle and every prophecy 
could be eliminated from the Scripture 
and its supreme values would not be 
disturbed. . . . There is not an instance 
in the New Testament of any such incident 
in the life of Jesus that holds to any Old 
Testament passage the relation of fulfill- 
ment to prediction.” 


Here we have a clear case of an 
“unclean devil” using a_ scholarly 
theologian to teach that our Lord 
was mistaken in thinking there was 
any relation between His works and 
the words of the prophets. 

Such professors, and the ministers 
they train and influence, are the 
cultural fronts used by unclean spirits 
to undermine Christian faith and edu- 
cation; furthermore, they are now 
serving as respectable fronts for the 
“spirits of unclean devils” who seek 
to overthrow our national freedom and 
safety. Only a short time ago three 
hundred preachers signed a perfidious 
document called a “‘Letter to Ameri- 
can Christians of Draft Age.’ These 
traitorous preachers urge defiance of 
the draft law by Christians and de- 
clare, ““We believe breaking with war 
means refusal to enlist in the armed 
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forces; withdrawal from armed forces 
for those now in them; refusal to 
register or render any service under 
a conscription act.” The letter goes on 
to insist that “‘the girl friends, sisters, 
mothers, fathers, Christian ministers 
and fellow church members of these 
young men should support them 
openly and as far as possible identify 
themselves with them.” 

Obviously this letter is an attempt 
on the part of these three hundred 
pacifist ministers to induce our soldiers 
and sailors, their families and their 
friends to violate Article 94 of the 
Criminal Code of the United States. 
Columnist Lynn Landrum’s comment 
on this ‘‘Letter to American Christians 
of Draft Age” is worthy of wide cir- 
culation. We quote a few paragraphs 
from his column in The Dallas News, 
June 27, 1948: 

“The banding together of the signers 
of this letter appears to have all the 
elements of a conspiracy in that it is an 
advocacy jointly of a violation of law and 
a solicitation for the general support of 
such violation of law. It may be urged that 
the letter is not an overt act. But it is a 
public appeal for overt acts, calculated to 
break down the morale of the armed 
forces of this country... . 

“In the opinion of this column, this is 
neither affirmative Christianity nor af- 
firmative patriotism. In the opinion of the 
column, if this attitude had been con- 
sistently followed throughout the early 
days of this country, there would now be 
no United States of America. And most 
of those subscribing clergymen would be 
subject to deprivation of religious and 
political rights to the point of degradation 
and practical slavery. It probably ought 
to be said that these clergymen would 
plead want of intent. But it is hard to see 
how they suppose that it is lawful to incite 
young men to incur prison sentences for 
violating the laws of the land. 

“An inspection of the list of signers 
shows some gentlemen of such standing as 
to be included in Who’s Who and other 
biographical volumes from which it can 
be deduced that a number of the signers 
are of such advanced age as not to be 
subject to draft or military service. In 
that case, their letter ought logically to 
include the offer of the signers to go to 
jail along with the draft dodgers, deserters, 
malingerers, subversives and what not who 
will be encouraged by this letter to avoid 
military service. 

“From the standpoint of the public 
welfare, it would be better if these gentle- 
men simply went to jail in the first place, 
leaving our young men undisturbed in the 
performance of their lawful and patriotic 
duty to submit themselves to the selective 
service act so that they may be prepared 
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to defend the country in time of need.” 


Every unclean spirit seeks a re- 
spectable front for the promotion of 
his evil works. Every Guru must have 
a Henry Agard Wallace. Communism, 
occultism, Fabianism, and all so-called 
“liberal” left-wing movements would 
have had little influence in this coun- 
try if they had not marched behind 
a vanguard of millionaires, writers, 
actors, artists, musicians, university 
and college presidents, professors, 
preachers, government officials, 
“‘brain-trusters” and diplomats. Sub- 
verters find that in order to keep their 
fronts looking respectable it is neces- 
sary, from time to time, to change the 
names of their various committees and 
organizations. Despite name changing 
and other methods of camouflage, an 
informed person can still identify them 
by checking the lists of promoters and 
sponsors for the names of individuals 
known to be active in such movements. 

In this connection it is most interest- 
ing to watch the present trend and 
control of our two major political 
parties, both of which have become 
so debased and so destitute of the 
principles upon which the nation was 
founded that they are wantonly bid- 
ding against each other for the priv- 
ilege of surrendering our rich Anglo- 
Saxon Christian heritage for a mess of 
red dictatorship. Democratic and Re- 
publican leaders seem determined to 
help Wallace hold the Kremlin party 
line. Political motives have not im- 
proved one whit since the late Will 
Rogers watched the two old parties 
maneuvering for position in 1931, and 
wrote this satirical comment: 


“Both sides are going to do exactly the 
same thing. They are going to straddle 
the thing, if they have to split their carcass 
clear up to their neck to do it. Neither 
side has got the nerve to come out in the 
open, for they are not sure which side the 
most votes are on. The minute they find 
out, they will both be on that so quick 
that it won’t be an issue.” (McNaught 
Syndicate, Inc.) 

In an amazingly frank report of the 
Wallace Convention, Paul Gallico con- 
cluded by saying: 

‘*‘There was no convention in the sense 
of a free American political gathering; 
there is no third or Progressive party. 
There is only a shockingly brazen front for 
the Communist dictatorship and a deadly 
fifth column.” (Distributed by McNaught 
Syndicate, Inc.) 

The same master minds and hidden 
hands guide all the works of iniquity; 


“for they are the spirits of devils 
working miracles.” They constitute 
“the synagogue of Satan’”’ referred to 
in Revelation 2: 9 and 3: 9. They are 
the same unclean spirits that arm 
both sides in every war; then beceme 
the official receivers of lend-lease from 
the victors, and of reparations from 
the vanquished. Their cry of pretest 
is ever the same as that of the man 
who sat in the synagogue at Caper- 
naum — “Let us alone!” The thing 
they fear most is exposure. So they 
howl, “‘Let us alone” — do not molest 
us — leave us free to enslave the 
world! “The last thing to be expected 
from evil is that it will tamely ab- 
dicate. Let us be sure that it never 
quits its hold until after struggles 
which shake to their foundations per- 
sonal, social and national life.” 

Are we to let alone the evils which 
afflict us? Intemperance, lust, econom- 
ic bondage, subversive activities, tyr- 
anny “and other vices are filling our 
land with woes too deep for tears.” 
Perhaps the vilest influence in the 
world today stems from the mass of 
revolting books which appear first as 
current literature and blossom next in 
motion picture houses from coast to 
coast. All these unclean spirits are 
shouting, “Let us alone!” Leave us 
free to demoralize the people by all 
means at our command; do not molest 
us as we make life unsafe on the 
highways; as we make liquor and 
lust seem to be the very essence of 
ultra-smart society; as we pollute every 
channel of education with false history, 
with false theories of political science, 
economics, sociology, philosophy and 
religion; and, above all things, leave us 
free to destroy freedom in all the 
nations on this planet. 

Oliver Cromwell once said that it 
was his aim not only to strike while 
the iron was hot, but to “make the 
iron hot by striking.” Christian citizens 
of America had better begin now to 
“make the iron hot by striking” the 
“shockingly brazen” evils in our midst. 
The hour is already late and the 
danger is greater than we think. 

Some of these evils can be curbed 
by vigorous protest and others can 
be restrained by drying up the stream 
of money which gives them life. For 
instance, decent citizens — respect- 
able church-going people — are 
largely responsible for the spread of 
unclean, propagandizing books and 
magazines. If all men and women, 
who are clean in their own personal 
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habits, would refuse to buy and read 
the unsavory mess dished up by pub- 
lishers and book clubs they could 
soon change the trend to more whole- 
some fare. Stop buying filth, whether 
in print, on the screen or stage, and 
you stop its circulation. Traffic in 
obscenity would be unprofitable to the 
producers if they should lose the sup- 
port of people who are themselves 
above reproach. Shame on Christians 
if they do not “‘make the iron hot by 
striking !”” 

What was the attitude of Christ in 
dealing with the evil spirits? “Jesus 
rebuked him, saying, Hold thy peace, 
and come out of him.” Ferrar Fenton 
translates this command, “Silence! 
and go out of him!” It was the Voice 
of authority speaking to the powers of 
darkness as to a dog. There was no 
place for arguments here, no alter- 
native and no compromise. Evil must 
be wholly cast out. It has been well 
said that “‘Nothing is rational in deal- 
ing with evil but the severity that 
breaks it off suddenly, that condemns 


it utterly, that pursues it to the 
death.” 

Only Christ Himself can annihilate 
evil spirits and free mankind from 
their sinister influence and control. 
He has promised to do this when we, 
as a nation of people who are called by 
His name, “seek first the Kingdom of 
God, and His righteousness.” Turning 
from God always leads Israel to na- 
tional disaster. Faith goes first; then 
goes the safety of the nation. As 
Jeremiah warns us in his fifth chap- 
ter: 

*“Go ye up upon her walls, and destroy; 
but make not a full end: take away her 
battlements; for they are not the Lord’s. 
For the house of Israel and the house of 
Judah have dealt very treacherously 
against me, saith the Lord. They have 
belied the Lord, and said, It is not he; 
neither shall evil come upon us; neither 
shall we see sword nor famine: And the 
prophets shall become wind, and the word 
is not in them. . . . Lo, I will bring a 
nation upon you from far, O house of 
Israel, saith the Lord: it is a mighty 
nation, it is an ancient nation, a nation 


whose language thou knowest not, neither 
understandest what they say. ... And 
they shall eat up thine harvest, and thy 
bread, which thy sons and thy daughters 
should eat: they shall eat up thine flocks 
and thine herds: they shall eat up thy vines 
and thy fig trees: they shall impoverish 
thy fenced cities, wherein thou trustedst, 
with the sword. . . . Your iniquities .. . 
and your sins have withholden good things 
from you. For among my people are found 
wicked men: they lay wait, as he that 
setteth snares; they set a trap, they catch 
men. As a cage is full of birds, so are their 
houses full of deceit: therefore they are 
become great, and waxen rich. (Jer. 5: 10- 
27.) 

Things were going well with the 
demon in Mark’s story until he came 
face to face with Jesus, the Son of God. 
The whole Satanic system will col- 
lapse when our Christ returns in glory 
as King. Evil spirits and evil men will 
be destroyed by the brightness and 
power of His coming. Nothing unclean 
will be able to abide in His presence. 
Truly Christ Jesus, and He alone, is 
the Hope of the world. 








Middle East Report 


From Damascus, Syria, Mr. Fuad R. Saadeh, our Middle 
East Correspondent, writes: 

‘News lately on the Palestine front has been rather con- 
fused and confusing. The main items seem to be as 
follows: 

“The Arab refugee problem and how to feed and house 
about half a million of them seems to remain the chief 
concern in Arab circles. 

‘‘While Arab refugees cry for food and shelter the Jews 
in Palestine are crying for water. The blowing up of the 
water pumping stations that supply Jerusalem seems to 
have hit the Jewish population of Jerusalem hard, espe- 
cially since the city depends completely on distant sources 
for its water supply. 

“Epidemics threaten both Arab and Jewish refugee 
centers. 

“Fighting and destruction continue in Jerusalem in 
spite of mediation and the observation of the UN observers. 

“Arab leaders are now speaking with a more certain 
note of confidence with regard to winning the final battle, 
as they call it, as soon as full-scale fighting is resumed. 

‘Arab countries have served notice to the effect that 
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unless the Security Council takes measures to control 
Zionist aggression, they are well prepared to put an end 
to it themselves. 

‘The unification that has been effected of the Trans- 
jordanian and Iraqian armies under one command has 
seemed to strike a general note of optimism in Arab circles 
with regard to the possible unity of all Arab effort against 
Zionist aggression. 

**In some Arab circles the idea of playing into the hands 
of Russia, if the Arabs are forced to, is being expressed 
openly and played up by the press.” 

Concluding his report, Mr. Saadeh writes: “‘We are 
proceeding to make our plans for taking more active stéps 
in the direction of starting activities in Damascus, as stated 
in our previous correspondence.” 

The response to our appeal for funds to be sent to Mr. 
Saadeh to establish a center to propagate the Gospel of the 
Kingdom in the Middle East continues to be very gratify- 
ing. As of September 1 the sum of $1,958.85 has been re- 
ceived.

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A Law To Obey

1D ouR LorpD lay down a law 

that His followers must in 

loyalty obey, or did He hold 

up an ideal and leave His followers to 

legislate for themselves with that ideal 

before them? This question is raised 

here for we believe it forms the crux of 

the modern controversy between God 
and Israel. 


Statutes of Omri 


From the time of King Omri of 
Israel to the present time it has been 
admitted that the Law of the Lord 
contains the ideal which it is in- 
cumbent upon us to strive to realize in 
our legislation within the scope of the 
Common Law. However, from the 
time of the reign of that King it has 
been God’s controversy with Israel 
that the statutes of the Lord have 
been swept aside and the statutes of 
Omri have been kept (see Micah 
6: 16). In both Church and State we 
have been guilty of human legislation. 
This we take to be next to the greatest 
sin: idolatry. It is, indeed, the very 
essence of rebellion against the Divine 
authority and prerogative. 

If this were a matter of human judg- 
ment we would certainly not speak 
positively in opposition to scholarly 
and sincere opinion on the other side. 
We would not rest our opinion upon 
that of others, nor would we adopt the 
ready-made opinions of others. We 
would, with prayer for Divine guid- 
ance, and such human guidance as 
tends to reveal the facts, study the 
case in the light of the Bible and of the 
facts and truths connected therewith. 


The Commandments 


But this is not a matter of opinion. 
It is a matter of very clear authorita- 
tive statements made by the Lord 
Himself. The commandments of the 
Lord are unchangeable. They are so 
because of the fact that He who gave 
the commandments is the supreme 
Head of Church and State and of the 
universe at large. God has spoken, and 
who shall annul it? That is the ques- 
tion to which there cannot be two 
answers. 

This, however, is not the only 
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reason why the commandments of the 
Lord are unchangeable. We must 
consider their nature. Each com- 
mandment voices a principle of life 
and conduct. The Ten Command- 
ments express principles which under- 
lie all life and conduct. God did not 
originate them at Sinai; neither did He 
originate them in the garden of Eden. 
They are principles of eternal righteous- 
ness which existed before mankind was 
created and before the foundations of 
the earth were laid. They must endure 
forever. For the principles of righteous- 
ness cannot give place to evil and, 
while the expression of the principles 
may vary, they cannot be reversed. 
Therefore, the commandments stand. 


The Statutes 


The statutes of the Lord are illus- 
trative applications of the principles 
expressed in the commandments. It is 
interesting to take up the Pentateuch 
Books and see how, especially in Leviti- 
cus and Numbers, statutes were made 
to meet representative cases as they 
arose in the experience of the Israel 
nation. Such statutes will be found 
applying the principles stated in each 
of the commandments to cases which 
actually arose in Israel. Some of the 
chapters seem to be a regular jumble 
of such cases, without sequence or 
order. This is because the record is 
given of cases as they came before the 
newly-instituted courts. There are suf- 
ficient statutes to illustrate the applica- 
tion of all the principles of eternal 
righteousness as they apply to all the 
cases covered by Divine jurisprudence 
whenever and wherever they may 
arise. Always the formula — ‘‘Accord- 
ing to the statute in such case made 
and provided” —will be found in 
order in the administration of the 
Divine law. 


The Period of Legislation 


New statutes were made and placed 
upon the statute books during the life- 
time of Moses. Thereafter, the period 
of legislation closed. It would not be 
right to say that the period of ad- 
ministration began when the period 
of legislation closed, for administration 


went on during Moses’ lifetime. Dur- 
ing that time, however, administration 
waited upon legislation. With the 
death of Moses legislation ceased and 
the authority to legislate was with- 
drawn. From Moses to Jesus there was 
constant administration, but no legisla- 
tion which God would recognize as valid. 


Jesus Strengthened the 
Legislation 


When Jesus came He solemnly re- 
viewed the Mosaic legislation in the 
Sermon on the Mount. He confirmed 
every jot and tittle of the Mosaic legis- 
lation and, by His own authority, 
strengthened some of the statutes. For 
instance, under the Mosaic legislation, 
for a man to be guilty of murder, he 
must perform the fatal act with death 
as the result. This Jesus ratified. How- 
ever, He added: “‘Any man who is 
angry with his brother without a cause 
is a murderer.” Other statutes He 
strengthened in the same way and 
showed Himself to be a more heavy- 
handed law-giver than Moses was. If 
one must be judged by the law, and be 
confined to the law for his means of 
escape, then let him pray to be judged 
by the law as it was given through 
Moses, and not by the law as it was 
enunciated by Christ. 

Christ, however, could afford to 
shut off every loophole of escape, or of 
hope of escape, under the law because 
He Himself had come to redeem us 
“from the curse of the law, being made 
a curse for us, as it is written.” From 
the time of Jesus to this day, no au- 
thority on earth has been clothed with 
legislative power. To assume such 
power in Church or State is to assume 
a prerogative which the Lord has re- 
tained in the hands of God, the Father, 
and God, the Son. 


The Judgments 


There remain the judgments of the 
Lord. This is another matter, for the 
judgments are in the realm of ad- 
ministration, whereas the command- 
ments are applied according to the 
statutes in such cases that arise and 
develop in the unfolding history of 
Israel. While God has debarred hu- 
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man legislation, He has provided for 
the administration with regal dignity 
of His commandments and statutes by 
the judgments of duly constituted 
courts throughout the ages. In this 
way ample provision is made, and 
ample latitude given, for the perfect 
administration of the perfect law of 
God. 


Administrative Authority 


Administrative authority is vested 
in the House of David and in all those 
who represent governmental authority 
in the Israel nations and in the law 
courts of all Israel. But no legislative 
authority will again arise until Fesus Christ 
returns. 


The Jurisdiction of the Church 


We now consider another phase of 
the matter: the jurisdiction of the 
Church. Turning back to the Books of 
Exodus and Leviticus, we find, set 
over against the statutes, the ordi- 
nances of the law. Indeed, many of 
the laws of Israel were both statutes 
for national application and ordi- 
nances to be applied and administered 
by the Church. A statute is a national 
law; an ordinance is an ecclesiastical 
law. 


The Ordinances 


Let us take an example or two. The 
Passover was perpetuated by statute 
and by ordinance in Israel forever. 
This was the first law given to Israel 
before the Ten Commandments were 
pronounced. Thereafter came the ex- 
perience of the crossing of the Red Sea 
with its mighty deliverance, then the 
march straight out into the desert for 
three waterless days, only to arrive at 
the waters of Marah which were so 
bitter that they could not drink from 
them. This meant that the waterless 
desert was a far greater danger to 
Israel than all the armies of Pharaoh. 
Indeed, by human agency, there was 
no escape from death for any man or 
beast of that whole great encamp- 
ment. Seeming to be condemned to 
death, the people murmured against 
Moses, but with greater wisdom Moses 
cried to God. The waters were healed, 
Israel drank and was saved from 
wholesale destruction by thirst. ‘Thus, 
by a most dramatic providence, God 
showed to Israel that He, and He 
alone, was the author of their de- 
liverance, to whom they owed con- 
tinuation of life. Having prepared the 
minds and hearts of His people, He 
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made a pronouncement which be- 
came a statute and an ordinance in 
Israel forever: 


“There he made for them a statute and 
an ordinance, and there he proved them, 
and said, If thou wilt diligently hearken 
to the voice of the Lord thy God, and wilt 
do that which is right in his sight, and wilt 
give ear to his commandments, and keep 
all his statutes, I will put none of these 
diseases upon thee, which I have brought 
upon the Egyptians: for I am the Lord 
that healeth thee.”’ (Ex. 15: 25-26.) 


After that came the enunciation of 
the commandments, the consecration 
of the priesthood, the organization of 
worship, the establishment of the ordi- 
nances of worship and the laws which 
should be administered by the Church. 
From time to time ordinances were 
added during the lifetime of Moses 
by Divine authority, but when Moses 
died power to create new ordinances 
passed away until Jesus came. It re- 
mained with the ecclesiastical authori- 
ties of Israel to administer and to obey 
the ordinances. It did not remain 
within the scope of the authority of the 
Church either to amend or add to the 
ordinances. 


Jesus Fulfilled 
the Mosaic Ordinances 


Jesus came to fulfill the ordinances 
and they were fulfilled in His person, 
His ministry, His death and His 
resurrection. The ordinances He ful- 
filled automatically ceased and the 
Aaronic priesthood which adminis- 
tered them was replaced by another 
priesthood. Instead of the Mosaic 
ordinances our Lord instituted the 
Christian ordinances which are in 
force to the present time, and which 
shall remain in force until our Lord 
comes again. In the same way that 
there is no authority to create new 
statutes for the nation, there is no 


authority to create new ordinances for 
the Church. 


The Rebellion of Omri 


From King Omri down it has been 
the practice of Israel to create new 
legislation and that practice has been 
and still is rebellion against the Divine 
authority and prerogative of God. In 
an identical manner the practice of 
the Church in creating ordinances and 
ecclesiastical legislation since the time 
of the Apostles — especially since the 
rise of the Papacy with its unwarranted 
claims — has been a wholesale usurpa- 
tion of the Divine authority and 
prerogative. The Church has the 
authority to administer Christian ordi- 
nances and hand down judgments 
from time to time as new cases arise 
and develop. What confusion and 
misdirection the Christian Church 
might have avoided down through the 
years if this administrative authority 
had not been set aside for powers 
never delegated to it by the Lord. The 
Lord has given the Church sufficient 
scope for the exercise of a wise ad- 
ministration, but has laid upon it 
permanent restrictions which nothing 
except the return of Christ can set 
aside. 

Our conclusion at the close of these 
remarks is the same as our opening 
premise: the fact that God has given 
us a perfect system of commandments 
and statutes for the nation to adminis- 
ter and ordinances for the Church 
to administer. Human legislation, 
therefore, has no place in the Divine 
purpose. The commandments, statutes 
and the Christian ordinances must 
stand unchanged until Jesus Christ 
returns. Thus, we have a law which 
must be administered and obeyed and 
we have ordinances which must be 
administered and obeyed according to 
the judgments of God’s duly appointed 
ministers of State and Church. 
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Truth Unwelcome 


was CowPER who used the 
[expression *‘Truth unwelcome, 
however divine.’”’ The experiences 
of many who have accepted and stood 
for the truth serve to confirm the fact 
that truth is not always welcome. The 
truth that has come to be known as 
the modern identity of Israel, repre- 
sented in the Anglo-Saxon-Celtic peo- 
ples, is certainly unwelcome in many 
quarters, no matter how spiritually it 
may be presented. It is not wanted; it 
is not welcome. This reception has by 
no means cancelled out what it is since 
it is, indeed, the truth. 

Many protest they want “‘the truth, 
the whole truth and nothing but the 
truth,” yet steel themselves against 
truth. They fail to realize that the 
best way to arrive at truth is to ex- 
amine things as they really are, not 
conclude them to be as they fancy, or 
as they may have been taught to 
imagine them. It is vital that we align 
ourselves on the side of Divinely- 
revealed truth, no matter what the 
cost. The late Archbishop Whately, in 
one of his essays, ‘“The Love of Truth,” 
wrote: “It is one thing to wish to have 
truth on our side, and another to wish 
sincerely to be on the side of truth.” 
Attempts to belittle and destroy 
“‘whatsoever things are true” have 
reached a climax and, while we may 
be assured that truth will ultimately 
triumph, we are not so sure how long 
it will remain obscured. That depends, 
to a large extent, on those who align 
themselves with truth. 

We are aware of the attacks that 
have been made against the Holy 
Bible, which seek to destroy in the 
minds of men its integrity, trust- 
worthiness and inspiration. It may well 
be suspected that the demands and 
Claims of the Bible have made its 
truths unwelcome. 


The Case for Truth 


It has been and is the glorious 
privilege of all those who accept the 
truth concerning the modern identity 
of Israel to present a case that demon- 
strates the faithfulness of Almighty God 
in respect to all His covenants. In so 
doing, those witnesses for the truth 
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have contributed in no small measure 
in re-establishing the integrity of the 
Holy Scriptures. Nevertheless, the case 
presented has not been welcomed. In 
presenting the brief, the acknowledg- 
ment of the identity of the Anglo 
Saxon-Celtic and kindred peoples as 
the modern development of the House 
of Jacob is called for; in effect, that 
these various peoples are the descend- 
ants of the children of Israel so named 
in the Bible. The case has been stated 
over and over again. It has been dem- 
onstrated to secure its facts from the 
Bible, while the history of the people 
thus identified, both past and present, 
substantiates the facts presented. ‘This 
presentation is not merely a matter of 
the interpretation of Scripture but, it 
must be emphasized, involves the whole 
plan of God, for it calls attention to 
the unconditional covenants of God 
and their fulfillment in a race of many 
peoples. This is a vital present reality. 


Modernists 


We are aware that the acceptance 
of the case presented calls for an ac- 
knowledgment of the Scriptures as a 
whole as being the inspired Word of 
God, and that they present incon- 
vertible truth from Genesis to Revela- 
tion. We appreciate that this is a 
difficulty to those who continue to 
subscribe to the so-called modernist 
school of interpretation, notwithstand- 
ing the fact that its premises have been 
discounted by recent discoveries — 
like, for instance, the evidence now 
available concerning the antiquity of 
writing. It is regrettable that the tend- 
ency of most modernists is towards 
an umnreasoning and unreasonable 
prejudice against so many of the 
demonstrated and vitally important 
facts of Holy Scripture. 


Futurists 


We are also aware that the accept- 
ance of the case is difficult for those 
who have “‘fixed”’ their interpretation 
of the Bible. They somehow fail to 
realize that we all see as “‘through a 
glass darkly.” That being so, how is it 
possible to determine in advance the 
exact development of prophecy as 


it finds fulfillment in world events? 
It is certain that our vision will be 
still more obscured if we do not take 
cognizance of the outworking of God’s 
covenants and promises. We cannot 
conceive of the Lord God failing to 
fulfill His promises, nor can we ap- 
preciate that He will do anything 
apart from His covenants. All of God’s 
actions in the world and relative to 
mankind are within the terms of His 
covenants. 


Consideration Called For 


In view of the fact that the case for 
the modern identity of Israel has direct 
bearing upon all the Divine promises, 
would it not be reasonable for those 
who desire truth to give it careful con- 
sideration, especially as it has for its 
supreme objective the demonstration 
of the inspiration and integrity of the 
Bible? 


“State of Israel” 


It is for lack of knowledge of the 
Divine plan that mankind has blun- 
dered on and on. We are still blunder- 
ing along. Witness the ready ac- 
ceptance of the proclaimed “‘State of 
Israel” as being a fulfillment of 
prophecy. The very usage of the 
term ‘‘Israel”’ is a travesty of fact for 
‘Israel’? implies ruling with God! 

How many schools of prophetic 
thought have heralded the proclama- 
tion? One school has expressed itself 
thus: ‘“This great event will be hailed 
with unutterable delight by all lovers 
of the Bible throughout the world. 
Multitudes have prayed incessantly for 
the peace of Jerusalem. They are 
about to receive an abundant answer 
to their petitions. Our prayers should 
be interspersed with grateful praise 
that we are permitted to live to see 
the advent of this wonderful day (May 
15th). The significance of it will cer- 
tainly not be lost on the devout and 
spiritually-minded who have longed 
with unutterable yearning for such an 
event.” 

How can the proclamation of a 
Jewish State ensure the peace of 
Jerusalem? How could the setting up 
of a Jewish State be “‘hailed with un- 
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utterable delight”’ by all lovers of the 
Bible? 
Vitriolic 

As we write there is on our desk a 
copy of a Jewish newspaper published 
in the U.S.A., dated March/April 
1948, in which is given a review of a 
book entitled Jesus, Jews and Gentiles, 
in which Christ Jesus is spoken of in a 
most vitriolic manner, while blame for 
anti-Semitism is laid to His charge! 
That from an organization that has 
been sponsoring the setting up of a 
Jewish State. Then Christians are en- 
joined to “‘intersperse their prayers 
with praise” for this ““wonderful day.” 

We fail to see anything to be joyful 
about. The setting up of a so-called 
“State of Israel,” without Jesus Christ, 
the Redeemer, is not our conception 
of the fulfillment of Divine promise 
and purpose, but rather a deliberate, 
satanic attempt to thwart the Divine 
plan. We are under no illusions re- 
garding the “hidden hand” of atheis- 
tic, anti-God Communism seeking to 
control events in Palestine. Our sym- 
pathy lies with the true God-fearing 
remnant of the House of Judah, whose 
hope has been their expectancy of a 
Messianic restoration. 


Facts 


It is time the truths contained in 
the Bible were taken into consideration 
by all concerned. We do not propose 
to state them all here, but to call at- 
tention to the following facts which 
invite consideration lest we blindly 
blunder further into the morass of 
misunderstanding. 

It is a fact that modern Jewry has 
within itself only a remnant of the 
tribes that originally composed the 
House of Judah. 

It is a fact that even this remnant 
has, of itself, no claim to the name 
Israel. 

It is a fact that the late Chief Rabbi 
of the British Empire, Dr. J. H. Hertz, 
C.H., Ph.D., LL.B., stated in 1918 
that the people known as the Jews are 
“descendants of the Tribes of Judah 
and Benjamin, with a certain number 
of the Tribe of Levi.” * 

It is a fact that the mission of the 
House of Israel (as distinct from the 
Jewish people) has been and is being 
fulfilled by the Anglo-Saxon-Celtic 
and kindred peoples. 

It is a fact, therefore, that these

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The Sun Is in the Sky 


F COURSE it is!’ you say. Not 
() “of course” at all, for in a 
certain contingency it is to 
leave the sky and entirely give up its 
duty of ruling the day and giving us 
light and heat. A very strange state- 
ment and, we admit, a happening 
most unlikely to occur. Nevertheless, 
under certain conditions the sun is to 
be overthrown, and this is on the 
authority of the Lord who placed it 
there. 

**How impossible!’ you say. Well, it 
does seem so but, nevertheless, it is 
clearly shown in God’s Book that, if a 
certain event happens, the sun is to 
leave the sky. What is that contingent 
happening? Can it happen? Will it 
happen? Well, the theologian says, 
“It has happened!’ Nevertheless, on 
the day that this article is being writ- 
ten there is ocular demonstration that 
the sun is still in the sky. And that is a 
sure sign to all the world that the 
contingency which was to bring it 
down from the sky has not happened, 
even though the contrary is asserted 
by our religious teachers. 

Not only is the sun still in the sky, 
but the ruler of the night, the moon, 
still performs its office, a sure sign that 
God’s word concerning His people 
Israel is still unbroken; that some- 
where upon the earth, though it may 
be as yet unrecognized, that people, 
His own beloved people Israel, are still 
a nation, or nations, before God, and 
will be forever. 

True, scientists have been greatly 
alarmed because, as they tell us, the 
moon has moved ten miles out of its 
expected path: a divergence not visible 
to the ordinary eye. But that is not the 
dislocation God speaks about as the 
preliminary sign before the casting off 
of Israel as a nation before God. The 
Divine Record states: 


“Thus saith the Lord, which giveth the 
sun for a light by day, and the ordinances 
of the moon and of the stars for a light by 
night, which divideth the sea when the 
waves thereof roar; The Lord of hosts is 
his name: If those ordinances depart from 
before me, saith the Lord, then the seed of 
Israel also shall cease from being a nation 
before me for ever. (Jer. 31: 35-36.) 
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Have they departed? No. This con- 
tingency included the sun, the moon, 
the stars, the sea, the day and the night 
and every one of these mighty forces is 
still on duty. 

It is often the case when lawyers are 
conducting a prosecution or a defense, 
and they have a bad case, they begin 
to try to throw doubt and discredit 
upon the honor and integrity of the 
opposing witnesses. They search into 
the past history and even the anteced- 
ents of the opponent’s witnesses to try 
to unearth some damaging factor that 
will destroy their credibility. But that 
practice does not apply here. Imagine 
a man so foolish as to question the 
genuineness of the sun at noonday! 
You cannot even look the sun in the 
face for many minutes. If you do, you 
will quickly go blind or mad. 

Or perhaps someone would like to 
prove that the moon is a false witness. 
Why, the moon was here thousands of 
years before we were born; it will be 
here when we are gone. 

Or perhaps he would like to discount 
the witness of the stars. Well, which 
star will he begin with? Sirius, the 
brightest star in the heavens? Arcturus, 
Rigel, Betelgeux, Belatrix, Alcyone, 
or perhaps one of the faint stars in the 
constellation of Orion, that most 
glorious constellation in the whole of 
the heavens. Shall we, for the sake of 
argument, let him reduce the number 
of the stars by one and see what the 
result is? Do you know how many 
stars there are? No; no man living does. 
There are about 2,000 stars visible to 
the naked eye. There are more than 10 
million visible through the telescope. 
Removing one, what about the rest? 
There are 9,999,999 left. What about 
their evidence, their witness? 

What shall we say about the earth? 
Is that false and untrustworthy? It is 
the one stable thing beneath your feet. 
You trust your all to it. You have your 
all from it. What about day and night? 
Are they not stable; are they not firm, 
reliable and certain, as they have 
been since the great Creator first called 
them into being? 

You cannot destroy this marvelous 
witnessing by abuse; nor by throwing 
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aspersions on their character and work. 
Man is as powerless to remove Israel 
from being a nation as he is to remove 
one of these God-appointed witnesses 
from giving its testimony or from doing 
its special work. Nevertheless, he can 
close his eyes to it all. That is what 
many are doing. Some do so con- 
sciously. Some are afraid lest they see 
the light and so incur the responsi- 
bility of knowledge. 

There are not many, however, who 
during their summer holidays have 
looked upon the sea and have thought 
that there, right before their eyes, in 
the vast expanse of water, there is one 
telling, God-appointed witness of the 
everlasting continuance of Israel as a 
nation. But it is so. For as one is bath- 
ing, and as the waves come rolling in 
onto one’s feet, every roller tells a story, 
clear, certain, appointed, that the 
Israel of God mentioned by Jeremiah 
(not some new one appointed in its 
place) still continues, and will continue 
to the end of time “‘as a nation before 
me for ever.”’ What do the theologians 
make of these things? Is God playing 
false with us? Assuredly not. If He is 
not then they are true. And if so, the 
nation can be found by those willing 
to find it and willing to see it when it 
is found. 

But the very next verse in Jeremiah 
31 hints very plainly at Israel’s sin, 
takes it into account from the stand- 
point of God who can see it all, right 
down to the end of time, and then 
declares: 


“If heavens above can be measured, 
and the foundations of the earth searched 
out beneath, I will also cast off all the seed 
of Israel for all that they have done, saith 
the Lord.”’ (Jer. 31: 37.) 


Let us examine the condition. Have 
men searched out the foundations of 
the earth beneath? They have not. 
Only recently a scientist told us that 
we know more of the bright orbs of the 
sky, millions of miles away, than we 
know about the earth on which we 
live. The deepest mine may be a mile 
down, but what is there one hundred 
miles further down, or one thousand 
miles further down? Has man searched 
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that out, discovered that, laid that 
bare, open to the eyes of man? He has 
not, for the heat of the earth increases 
alarmingly as its crust is penetrated. 
The same scientist told us that in all 
probability the core of the earth is a 
molten mass. How, then, can man 
penetrate it or expose such a fearful 
foundation? Yet God has told us 
plainly that till this thing is done, He 
will never cast Israel off, not even for 
all they have done. 

Where, then, is the excuse for our 
churches to not believe these words? 
They have none. True, they have in- 
vented a new “Israel” to claim Israel’s 
blessings and rights, but it does not 
fit the Scriptural dimensions. The sins 
alluded to were faults in a nation then 
existing. This could not refer to the 
Christian Church that had committed 
no sin; it was not born till six hundred 
years later. It is Israel the nation, the 
sinful nation, the obstinate nation, of 
whom God was speaking. An even 
clearer identification of the people 
spoken of is in verse 32, which shows 
that this very same wicked people 
came out of Egypt and broke God’s 
covenant: 


*‘Not according to the covenant that I 
made with their fathers in the day that I 
took them by the hand to bring them out 
of the land of Egypt; which My covenant 
they brake.” (Jer. 31: 32.) 


Surely that is definite and it is quite 
impossible for it to refer to any newly- 
invented Israel. It speaks of Israel in 
Egypt, of Israel being brought out of 
Egypt, of Israel having God’s cove- 
nant, and of Israel breaking the cove- 
nant—all points of identification 
which cannot be turned aside or fitted 
on to any other people. It is to this 
same people that God links up the sun, 
the moon, the stars, the heavens, the 
earth, the sea, the day, the night. None 
of these have given up their work. 
Neither, then, has Israel ceased from 
being a nation! Nor will she be cast 
off, not even for all she has done. 

Every professed believer in the 
Word of God ought to accept the fore- 
going, for there is no escape from the 
fact that if these words are doubted or 
brushed aside, the persons who refuse 
to believe them cannot claim to be 
whole-hearted believers in that Word. 
The statements which have been 
quoted here ought to start every true 
believer in God and His Word thinking 
very earnestly. But, alas, the prejudice 
of early teaching and the prejudice of 
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sectarian association clings around 
thousands today, preventing them 
from seeing what is so very obvious and 
convincing to others. 

Where is the nation, or the nations? 
If they are on the earth today, they 
can be found. Further, they have been 
found, actually and literally found, 
and identified with absolute certainty 
by marks placed upon them by God 
Himself. Herein a false claimant 
would be detected in a moment, for 
the marks of God, declared and de- 
tailed in His Word, are plain for all to 
see. 
Many years ago, a certain com- 
moner, an emigrant to Australia, went 
to England, trying to pass himself off 
as Sir William Jones (a fictitious name) 
who as a young man had gone to the 
Australian goldfields and died there. 
His friend the commoner thought that 
was a good opportunity to counterfeit 
the dead man, claim his name, his 
estates and his title. This false claimant 
succeeded in deceiving many people; 
the falsity of his claim was hard to 
prove since the real owner was dead 
and many people who had known him 
in youth were also deceased. The case 
was brought before the courts and the 
trial lasted many days; but in the end 
it was proved that the real Sir William 
had died in Australia and the new 
claimant was a counterfeit. 

That could never happen with a 
nation. A nation cannot pretend to be 
another nation. The interests are too 
vast, the evidence teo obvious. Most 
assuredly, if the marks of Israel are 
upon the Anglo-Saxon-Celtic nations, 
and they are, they are not counterfeit 
marks; they were put there by the 
great Over-Ruler, who sees and knows 
who and where His people Israel are. 

The possession of the marks is abso- 
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lute proof of the identity of the nations 
in exactly the same way that the pos- 
session of the Messiah’s marks proved 
and declared the Messiah Himself 
when He came. God put upon Christ 
the Messiah’s marks — marks which 
one else possessed. Therefore, indis- 
putably, we know Him as the Messiah. 
God has in just the same way put upon 
us Israel’s marks. No one else has 
them therefore; indisputably, we are 
Israel. 

Do you not think that an all-wise 
God keeps His own records and ac- 
counts? Would He not keep track of 
the people on whom He has placed 
His marks? Do you think that God will 
want the theologians to enlighten Him 
as to where His people are? God’s 
marks on Israel are not small and in- 
visible, but big, broad, obvious. They 
are not on a coin, on an individual, but 
on nations. Every one of those marks is 
of a distinguishing nature. They point 
out the people with outstanding frank- 
ness. They are so big, so obvious that 
all the world can see them except our- 
selves. 

The marks, plain, certain, are there 
in the Book for us all to see and use to 
identify the nations possessing them. 
If we cannot, then our intelligence is 
of a very low order. Upon those who 
will not, Christ Himself passes severe 
judgment (Luke 16: 31). 

Some years ago, when I was speak- 
ing at Bath [England] for the first 
time, the chair was taken by the late 
Colonel Leigh. In his remarks he told 
the following story: “A number of 
years ago when I was employed on 
government work on the north-west 
frontier of India, we had to undertake 
some negotiations with one of the na- 
tive Princes. As soon as we met, after 
the first greetings were over, I said to 
the native Prince, ‘See, sire, you are 
the Beni-Israel [Sons of Israel], aren’t 
you?’ There came the conclusive an- 
swer from the Prince — ‘No, sire; you 
are the Beni-Israel.’ ” 

He knew who we are. But many 
among us do not know. The Church 
does not know. Imagine our theolo- 
gians, great, wise and noble as they 
may be, yet they have not attained to 
the simple knowledge of this heathen 
Prince. The trouble with our religious 
teachers is not that they are unable to 
perceive, but that they are unwilling 
to receive. Our Lord does not condemn 
until the evidence has been given. The 
evidence being given, responsibility 
immediately arises. 
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THE BOOK OF THE LAW 


CHAPTER IX 


IMPORTANT INSTRUCTIONS 


OSES was informed by the Lord that his days were 
M numbered. He was told that soon he was to go up 


into the Abarim Mountains, ascend Mount Nebo 
and view the land of Canaan, after which he would be 
gathered to his people. The Lord had previously informed 
Moses that he would not be allowed to enter the Promised 
Land. The reason was given again that it was because 
Moses had failed to honor God at the time the water 
came forth from the rock at Kadesh. 

Because Moses was concerned about Israel and recog- 
nized their need of leadership, he replied to the command 
of the Lord that he was to die soon by requesting that 
a new leader be appointed over the people: 


“Let the Lord, the God of the spirits of all flesh set a man over 
the congregation, Which may go out before them and which 
may go in before them, and which may lead them out, and 
which may bring them in; that the congregation of the Lord be 
not as sheep which have no shepherd.” (Num. 27: 16-17.) 


Appointment of Joshua 


Even though he faced death, Moses’ greatest concern 
was for the welfare of the people whom he had led for 
forty years through the wilderness. He was troubled lest 
they be without proper leadership after his death; hence 
his request of the Lord. God answered Moses by telling 
him to select Joshua, a capable man with the right spirit, 
and lay his hands upon him. Joshua was to be brought 
before Eleazar the High Priest in the sight of the entire 
congregation of Israel and be commissioned before them 
as their leader. Furthermore, he was to be invested with 
some of Moses’ own authority so that all Israel would 
obey him. When Joshua needed counsel he was to appear 
before Eleazar and receive direction by means of the 
sacred lot or Urim. He was then to act in accordance 
with the instructions Eleazar would give to him as a result 
of the revelation received from the Lord. Following these 
instructions, Moses took Joshua with him to appear before 
Eleazar. Placing his hands upon him in the sight of all the 
congregation, he conferred leadership upon him as the 
Lord had commanded. 


Building A Monument 


After that Moses gave his final instructions to Israel 
concerning their duty to observe the law, the method to 
be used in the equitable division of the land of Palestine 
among the tribes, and the cities of refuge which were to 
be established after they came into the land. Other lesser 
laws were set forth and the need of their observance com- 
mented upon. These laws and their importance are cov- 
ered in Digest of the Divine Law.* Moses emphasized the 
need of keeping all the commandments which he had 
given to them. Then he stated: 


“And it shall be on the day when ye shall pass over Jordan 
unto the land which the Lord thy God giveth thee, that thou

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shalt set thee up great stones, and plaister them with plaister: 
And thou shalt write upon them all the words of this law, when 
thou art passed over, that thou mayest go in unto the land which 
the Lord thy God giveth thee, a land that floweth with milk and 
honey; as the Lord God of thy fathers hath promised thee.” 


(Deut. 27: 2-3.) 
Constructing An Altar 


Following the crossing of the Jordan the great stones 
were to be set up in Mount Ebal and there also an altar 
was to be built. Moses gave specific instructions for its 
construction. It was to be built of whole stones and no 
iron tool was to be used upon it, for none of the stones 
were to be hewn or dressed: 


*‘And Moses and the priests the Levites spake unto all Israel, 
saying, Take heed, and hearken, O Israel; this day thou art 
become the people of the Lord. Thou shalt therefore obey the 
voice of the Lord thy God, and do his commandments and his 
statutes, which I command thee this day.” (Deut. 27: 9-10.) 


Mount Gerizim and Mount Ebal 


On the same day that these instructions were given, 
Moses informed the people that after they had crossed 
the Jordan the tribes of Israel were to be divided into two 
groups. Simeon, Levi, Judah, Issachar, Joseph and Ben- 
jamin constituted one group which was to stand on 
Mount Gerizim. Reuben, Gad, Asher, Zebulun, Dan and 
Naphtali constituted the second group and were to stand 
upon Mount Ebal. Then the Levites were to proclaim to 
all the men of Israel: 


‘Cursed be the man who makes a statue or a casting, hateful 
to the Lord, the product of the hands of a mechanic, and sets it 
up in secret.” 

(Then all the People shall answer and say;) “‘He shall be.” 

“Cursed be whoever insults his father or his mother!” 

(Then all the People shall say;) ““He shall be.” 

“Cursed be whoever removes his neighbour’s land marks.” 

(Then all the People shall say;) ““He shall be.” | 

“Cursed be whoever misdirects a blind man in his road.” 

(Then all the People shall say;) ‘He shall be.” 

“Cursed be whoever refuses justice to the foreigner, orphan, 
or widow.” 

(Then all the People shall say;) ““He shall be.” 

*“Cursed be whoever commits adultery with his father’s wives; 
— who raises the covering of his father.” 

(Then all the People shall say;) ““He shall be.” 

“Cursed be whoever copulates with any beast.” 

(Then all the People shall say;) “He shall be.” 

‘Cursed be whoever fornicates with his sister, the daughter 
of his father, or the daughter of his mother.” 

(Then all the People shall say;) ‘‘He shall be.” 

“Cursed be whoever fornicates with his mother-in-law.” 

(Then all the People shall say;) “He shall be.” 

“Cursed be whoever strikes his neighbour in secret.” 

(Then all the People shall say;) “He shall be.” 

“Cursed be whoever takes a bribe to kill an innocent person.” 

(Then all the People shall say;) “He shall be.” 

“Cursed be whoever does not stand by the commands of this 
law to practise them.” 

(Then all the People shall say;) “He shall be.” (Deut. 27: 
15-26, F. F. Trans.) 
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This ceremony, which was to be instituted after the 
entrance into the Promised Land, was to impress all the 
people with the need of keeping and observing all the 
requirements of the law. As individuals they must conduct 
themselves according to their precepts or be under a curse 
for their violation. Following these pronunciations of 
curses upon individuals who violated the laws pertaining 
to personal conduct, Moses enumerated the blessings and 
curses that would come upon the nation if it failed to keep 
and administer the laws. 


National Blessings 


Unfortunately, modern leaders in the Church have 
completely overlooked the fact that through Moses the 
Lord not only gave laws for individual observance but He 
also gave laws governing national conduct, the keeping of 
which would bring about national blessings and the 
violation of which would bring about national suffering 
and the destruction of prosperity: 


“And it shall come to pass, if thou shalt hearken diligently 
unto the voice of the Lord thy God, to observe and to do all his 
commandments which I command thee this day, that the Lord 
thy God will set thee on high above all nations of the earth: And 
all these blessings shall come on thee, and overtake thee, if thou 
shalt hearken unto the voice of the Lord thy God.” (Deut. 28: 
I-2.) 


Then follows a long list of national blessings which all 
people covet and for which they strive today; albeit they 
are unable to attain such a degree of prosperity. The 
reason is clear for, having ignored the Divine Law, such 
blessings cannot be acquired since they are not obtained 
by humanly-devised means or through laws of purely 
human origin. It is only by observing the Law of the Lord 
that any nation can hope to secure this wonderful pros- 
perity. Because of these bountiful promises for the nation 
when it keeps and administers all His laws, let us carefully 
consider the list of blessings as given in Moffatt’s transla- 
tion: 


“You shall be blessed in town and in country; blessed shall 
be the fruit of your body and of your ground, the young of your 
cattle and the lambs of your flock; full shall your basket be, and 
your kneading-trough; blessed shall you be as you start out and 
as you come home. The foes who attack you the Eternal will 
rout before you; they may assail you all together, but they shall 
fly before you in all directions. The Eternal will command you 
to be blessed in your barns and in every enterprise to which you 
put your hand, blessing you in the land which the Eternal your 
God assigns to you. The Eternal will confirm your position as 
a people sacred to himself, as he swore to you, if you obey the 
orders of the Eternal your God and live his life, so that when all 
nations on earth see you are owned by the Eternal, they may 
stand in awe of you. The Eternal will make you overflow with 
prosperity in the fruit of your body, of your cattle, and of your 
ground, the ground that the Eternal swore to your fathers that 
he would give you. The Eternal will open his rich treasury of 
heaven for you, to bestow rain in due season on your land, bless- 
ing all your labours, so that you shall lend to many a nation but 
never need to borrow from them. So shall the Eternal put you 
at the head, not at the tail; you shall be always rising, never 
falling, as you listen to the commands of the Eternal your God 
which I enjoin upon you this day, and carry them out carefully, 
never swerving to right or to left from any of the injunctions I 
lay upon you this day, by going after any other gods to worship 
them.” (Deut. 28: 3-14.) 
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National Curses 


But if the nation refuses to listen to the voice of the Lord, 
and is unmindful of the need to carry out all His com- 
mandments and keep His statutes, the following curses 
will overtake them: 

“Cursed shall you be in town and in country; cursed your 
basket and kneading-trough, cursed the fruit of your body and 
your ground, the young of your cattle and the lambs of your 
flock; cursed shall you be when you start out and when you 
return home. The Eternal will send the curse on you, baffling 
you and thwarting you, whatever you put your hand to, until 
you are ruined and perish rapidly for your evildoing in forsaking 
me. The Eternal will make plagues cleave to you till he consumes 
you off the country which you are entering to possess; the 
Eternal will strike you with consumption, fever, ague, and 
erysipelas, and drought, blasting, and mildew, that shall pursue 
you till you perish; the sky overhead shall be brass and the earth 
under foot shall be iron; the Eternal will turn the rain of your 
land into powder and dust, dropping from the sky upon you till 
you are destroyed. The Eternal will have you routed in front 
of your foes; you may assail them all together, but you shall fly 
before them in all directions, till all the realms of the earth 
shudder to see you; your carcases shall be food for all the wild 
birds and beasts, and none shall scare them off. The Eternal 
will strike you with Egyptian boils, with tumours, scurvy, and 
itch incurable; and the Eternal will strike your knees and legs 
with evil boils, incurable boils from head to foot. The Eternal 
will strike your minds with madness, blindness, and dismay, till 
you grope at noon like a blind man in the dark, and fall into 
disaster; you shall be utterly crushed and robbed continually, 
with no one to rescue you.” (Deut. 28: 16-29, Moffatt Trans.) 


Operation of the Law 


A careful study of the list of national calamities enumer- 
ated here reveals that we are today suffering from the ill 
effects of such disasters. The hoof and mouth disease alone 
has caused the death of thousands of cattle. Our economic 
difficulties, with rising prices and high taxes, are ruining 
our opportunity to obtain full security. Sickness and 
disease among the people are taking their toll, with mil- 
lions of dollars paid annually to physicians and for drugs 
as multitudes seek relief from pain and suffering. Drought 
also has visited our land from time to time, destroying 
a great deal of wealth. As a people we are groping at noon 
as though we were blind, robbed of our security and 
wealth through maladministration. There is no one to 
bring us relief, for no political party has a remedy that 
will rescue us from disaster. All this has come to pass be- 
cause of our failure to keep and administer the entire 
Law of the Lord as Moses predicted, for it is all the result 
of disobedience to God’s commands. 

Actually, we are even now being routed before our 
enemies on the diplomatic front and unless as a nation we 
turn to our Lord, keeping His commandments, statutes 
and judgments, diplomatic blunderings will ripen later 
into military disaster. Without God’s blessing we shall 
be unable to stand before our enemies. 


Multiplied Troubles 


Continuing with his warnings, Moses enumerated the 
variety of plagues and troubles which would cause the 
nation to waste away, ruin its prosperity and destroy the 
happiness of its people. The reason is clearly stated: 

“If thou wilt not observe to do all the works of this law that 
are written in this book, that thou mayest fear this glorious and 
fearful name, THE LORD THY GoD.” (Deut. 28: 58.) 
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That failure will not only bring about plagues and 
suffering as listed but: 

“Also every sickness, and every plague, which is not written 
in the book of this law, them will the Lord bring upon thee, until 
thou be destroyed.” (Deut. 28: 61.) 


Added Covenant 


These are the terms of the covenant, or compact, that 
God ordered Moses to make with Israel in addition to 
the covenant made with them at Horeb. In order to 
impress upon the people the seriousness of the occasion 
and the imperative need for Israel to obey the Lord, 
Moses summoned all Israel to appear before him, at which 
time he reminded them of what God had done to Pharoah, 
to his servants and to his land. He spoke of the signs and 
wonders and the miracles which God had performed in 
their behalf. Then he reminded them that he had led 
them for forty years in the wilderness, during which time 
their clothing and shoes had not worn out. When their 
enemies had attacked them God had given them victory 
over them. Moses then said: 


“Keep therefore the words of this covenant, and do them, that 
ye may prosper in all that ye do.” (Deut. 29: 9.) 


Reason for Plagues 


As a great leader and prophet Moses reminded Israel 
that this covenant was not only made with them but it 
was also made with their descendants who would come 
after them. He reminded them that no man is safe who 
persists in his idolatry for God will not pardon him. Such 
a one will be singled out and cursed. Speaking to the 
nation, Moses reminded them that when the plagues will 
have come upon them because of their disobedience the 
nations around will then ask what the meaning of it is: 


“Then men shall say, Because they have forsaken the covenant 
of the Lord God of their fathers, which he made with them when 
he brought them forth out of the land of Egypt: For they went 
and served other gods, and worshipped them, gods whom they 
knew not, and whom he had not given unto them: And the 
anger of the Lord was kindled against this land, to bring upon it 
all the curses that are written in this book: And the Lord rooted 
them out of their land in anger, and in wrath, and in great 
indignation, and cast them into another land, as it is this day.” 
(Deut. 29: 25-28.) 

Way of Escape 

Moses then made an observation which is timeless in 
its application. He reminded the people that the hidden 
issues of the future are with God but the unfolding issues 
of the day are with us and our children for all time in 
order that we may obey all the words of the law. 

Moses knew the people would not always be mindful 
of the law. He said, therefore, that when all the troubles 
of which he had been speaking had befallen them because 
of their refusal to obey the law, they could still remedy 
their condition if they would then return to God: 


“Then the Lord thy God will turn thy captivity, and have 
compassion upon thee, and will return and gather thee from all 
the nations, whither the Lord thy God hath scattered thee.” 
(Deut. go: 3.) 

Circumcision of Heart 


Christian circumcision was then promised as the type 
of circumcision that would be practiced by the descendants 
of Israel who would turn to God with all their hearts: 
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‘And the Lord thy God will circumcise thine heart, and the 
heart of thy seed, to love the Lord thy God with all thine heart, 
and with all thy soul, that thou mayest live.”’ (Deut. go: 6.) 


Two Ways 


When God’s people turn to Him with all their hearts, 
their foes will be afflicted and the enemies who persecute 
them will be cursed. The Lord will multiply His blessings 
upon them if they will only hearken to His voice and keep 
His commandments and statutes. Moses declared he was 
setting before Israel two ways between which they must 
choose: life and good or death and evil. His statement 
regarding the availability of the information essential for 
them to keep to the paths of righteousness that they might 
enjoy life is an indictment of our modern spiritual leaders 
and churchmen in their failure to teach the people these 
great truths. In purporting to be teachers of the Scriptures, 
they are without excuse since all this information is avail- 
able in the Bible: 


“For this commandment which I command thee this day, it 
is not hidden from thee, neither is it far off. It is not in heaven, 
that thou shouldest say, Who shall go up for us to heaven, and 
bring it unto us, that we may hear it, and do it? Neither is it 
beyond the sea, that thou shouldest say, Who shall go over the 
sea for us, and bring it unto us, that we may hear it, and do it? 
But the word is very nigh unto thee, in thy mouth, and in thy 
heart, that thou mayest do it.” (Deut. 30: 11-14.) 


Refusal to Heed 


What of those whose attention has been called to the 
law, yet who deliberately refuse to heed its requirements 
and intentionally turn away from its precepts: 


“But if thine heart turn away, so that thou wilt not hear, but 
shall be drawn away, and worship other gods, and serve them; 
I denounce unto you this day, that ye shall surely perish, and 
that ye shall not prolong your days upon the land, whither thou 
passest over Jordan to go to possess it. I call heaven and earth to 
record this day against you, that I have set before you life and 
death, blessing and cursing: therefore choose life, that both 
thou and thy seed may live; That thou mayest love the Lord 
thy God, and that thou mayest obey his voice, and that thou 
mayest cleave unto him: for he is thy life, and the length of thy 
days: that thou mayest dwell in the land which the Lord sware 
unto thy fathers, to Abraham, to Isaac, and to Jacob, to give 
them.” (Deut. 30: 17-20.) 


Final Instructions 


Completing his speech, Moses commented upon his 
own situation, stating that he was one hundred and twenty 
years old and no longer able to assume the responsibilities 
required of him in behalf of the people. Furthermore, he 
said that the Lord had informed him he would not be 
allowed to cross over the River Jordan; nevertheless, the 
Lord would continue to go before them to destroy the 
nations in Canaan. Joshua would lead them over as the 
Lord had said. 

Moses was then instructed by the Lord to write a song 
which is recorded in the 31st chapter of Deuteronomy. 
The reason given was that the song would act as a witness 
against the people in later days because of their actions 
after Moses’ death: 


‘This people will rise up, and go a whoring after the gods of 
the strangers of the land, whither they go to be among them, and 
will forsake me, and break my covenant which I have made 
with them. Then my anger shall be kindled against them in 
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that day, and I will forsake them, and they shall be devoured, 
and many evils and troubles shall befall them; so that they shall 
say in that day, Are not these evils come upon us, because our 
God is not among us? And I will surely hide my face in that day 
for all the evils which they shall have wrought, in that they are 
turned unto other gods. Now therefore write ye this song for you, 
and teach it the children of Israel: put it in their mouths, that 
this song may be a witness for me against the children of Israel.” 


(Deut. 31: 16-19.) 


Moses consequently wrote the song that day and taught 
it to the children of Israel. Afterward he instructed Joshua, 
communicating a special message to him from the Lord: 


“Be strong and of a good courage: for thou shalt bring the 
children of Israel into the land which I sware unto them: and 
I will be with thee.” (Deut. 31: 23.) 


When Moses had completed his task of writing the words 
of the law in a book, he commanded the Levites to place 
this book inside the Ark of the Covenant to be a recorded 
witness against the people. He then said: 


“For I know thy rebellion, and thy stiff neck: behold, while 
I am yet alive with you this day, ye have been rebellious against 
the Lord; and how much more after my death? Gather unto 
me all the elders of your tribes, and your officers, that I may 
speak these words in their ears, and call heaven and earth to 
record against them. For I know that after my death ye will 
utterly corrupt yourselves, and turn aside from the way which 
I have commanded you; and evil will befall you in the latter 
days; because ye will do evil in the sight of the Lord, to provoke 
him to anger through the work of your hands.” (Deut. 31: 


27-29.) 


Moses’ Song 


The song which Moses taught to the people sets forth 
the perfection of God and extols all Israel to obey Him and 
keep His commandments. The song shows the results 
which would follow disobedience to His commands and 
the refusal to observe His statutes. Though all the calami- 
ties set forth in this song would come upon Israel as a 
result of their forsaking God, yet in its closing verse is the 
promise of coming restoration: 

‘Rejoice, O ye nations, with his people: for he will avenge 
the blood of his servants, and will render vengeance to his 
adversaries, and will be merciful unto his land, and to his people.” 
(Deut. 32: 43.) 


The translators of the King James version of this verse 
placed the word ‘‘with” after ‘‘nations” but this is not in 
the original text so the passage should read: “‘Rejoice, O ye 
nations, his people,” clearly indicating that Israel will 
have become a multitude of nations when these blessings 
are to come upon them. That day of genuine rejoicing 
is yet future. 

Finishing his speech, Moses warned them once more 
that they were to keep in mind all that he had said, obey- 
ing all the words of the law. Only in so doing would their 
days be prolonged in the land. Then the Lord spoke to 
Moses, telling him to go up to the top of Mount Nebo, 
from whose height he would have a clear view of Canaan 
and there he would die. Thus Moses was to see the land 
from afar, although he was forbidden to go over the 
Jordan with Israel.

Ik THERE WERE no other reason for writing upon the 
life and mission of Jeremiah than to refute the oft- 
repeated statements that this Prophet perished in 
Egypt without completing his divinely-appointed 
commission, it would provide sufficient incentive to 
retell the life story of this man of God. Aside from 
this, however, a knowledge and understanding of 
the entire scope of Jeremiah’s mission — in Palestine, 
Egypt and in the Isles of the West — rewards the 
student with a full comprehension of the immensity 
of the Divine Plan concerning God’s people today. 
Isaiah the Prophet directed his messages to a 
people dwelling in the Isles of the West, to which 
place Jeremiah eventually came. In addressing the 
people located there, Isaiah uses terms indicating 
that they are God’s people Israel. Ezekial also refers 
to them and propounded a riddle which had as its 
theme the transplanting of Israel from the east into 
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the Isles of the West and the transfer of the Throne of 
David to the same location. While neither Isaiah nor 
Ezekiel saw the Isles, it was Jeremiah’s privilege to 
visit them and make those Isles his final home. ‘There 
he carried out the final phase of his commission “‘to 
build and to plant,” following the completion of the 
destructive portion of the task God had assigned 
to him. 

Study in Jeremiah gives in detail the story of this 
romance of history and brings to bear upon the writ- 
ings of Jeremiah the evidence which substantiates 
the accuracy of his record and fills in the particulars 
concerning the completion of his mission. 

This is an ideal book for the student of prophecy, 
for Jeremiah also deals with the final judgment which 
will overtake the latter-day phases of Babylon the 
Great.
